DETROIT, May 29—(UP)—Gen- 
eral’ Motors Corporation Saturday 
night said it does not plan any 
immediate price changes in its pas- 
senger cars despite an 11-cent hour-

225,000 GM employees. 

“No immediate change in the 
list prices of our passenger cars 
is contemplated,” C. E. Wilson, 
Corporation President, announced. 
“All elements of cost are being 
studied in an effort to maintain | 
this policy.”

man isn’t ready to go on the shelf, 
but he has reached the retirement 
age of 70, although he doesn’t 
look it. So he’s going to go into 
business with his son-in-law, John 
Fountain, at Carrollton. 

As a monument to his genius, 


his skill and patience, Maj. Case/™ately 


will leave behind him not only a 
great training record, but an im- 
mense, splendidly equipped ma- 
chine shop that might never have 
come into being except for his 
own ideas and persistence, and a 
lot of his own money. 

When he arrived at Tech from 
Ohio State in 1921, the school of- 
ficials couldn’t understand why 
he wanted to build a machine shop 
to teach engineers not only how 
to design but to build machines.

The Major is proud of textbook 
research articles he has written, 
and his record as an Army officer

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What Do They Mean, Highway ‘System’? 


Changes recently made in the State 
Highway Department’s operational proce- 
dure have placated the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration, which was threatening to 
withdraw Federal funds from Georgia. 

But while an improvement in effi- 
ciency has reportedly >een made, one has 
only to study the list of contracts to be 
awarded at next Tuesday’s letting to real- 
ize that, on a policy level, the Depart- 
ment’s direction is something less than 
perfect. 

We do not know how many of the 
31 counties in which 33 “projects” are to 
be let are politically doubtful. But we do 
know that they average considerably less 
than $100,000 apiece, a fact which unde- 
niably invites the suspicion that they are 

political s@ps rather than worth-while 
parts of any co-ordinated long-range pro- 
gram. ~ 

Apart from several contracts for cul- 
verts and curbing and guttering, there 
are 27 for grading and paving or widening 
and resurfacing of State highways. 

And they average less than three and 
a half miles each! : 

There are, to be sure, a few fair-sized 
contracts in the lot. If there weren’t the 
average would be much lower. But the 
longest stretch is one of 8.2 miles in Clinch 
County. And a number of them are for 
nine-tenths, three-tenths or one and a 
quarter miles. 


We cannot escape the conclusion that 
Georgia’s highway system, so-called, is 
still being maintained and expanded on 
a haphazard piecemeal political basis, 
with the taxpayer getting far less for 
his road-building dollar than he eould and 
should. 

Human nature being what it is, espe- 
cially in campaign years, there is no r@a- 
son to hope the present administration 
will defy all precedent and build roads 
where they are needed rather than where 
it needs the votes. Nor, since those who— 
through the average citizen’s apathy— 
control the various counties are willing 
to trade the promise of their support for 
a token contract, do we expect to see any 
lengthening of the average highway proj- 
ect. *After all, there is no sense building 
15 miles of road in one county—even 
though it could be done at a considerably 
lower cost per mile—when you can make 
a play for the votes of five counties with 
two or three miles of road in each. 

But we do trust the people will ‘elect 
legislators pledged to come to Atlanta 
and take the Highway Department out of 
politics so that we can adopt a permanent 
program and work toward it even in elec- 
tion years. 

Otherwise Georgia will continue to 
dissipate its road-building millions on an 
unplanned, unco-ordinated and_ thor- 
oughly unsatisfactory highway “system.” 


One Reason for Poor Government 


Every now and then someone sets out 
to determine just how uninfotmed is a 
representative group of American college 
students, professional men or civic club 
members. The results invariably are 
astounding. : 


The most recent demonstration of what ° 


seems to be our overwhelming ignorance 
recently took place on the campus of the 
University of South Carolina. Ninety-five 
students, chosen at random from all 
classes, were given a simple public affairs 
test with the following results: 


Twenty-nine percent could not name 


the U. S. Senators from South Carolina. 
Forty-six percent could not name the 
Congressman from their District. p 
Eighty-seven percent could not name 
more than one member of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court. 
Seventy-six percent could not name 
more than one member of the Cabinet. 
These figures do not necessarily consti- 
tute, as some are saying, an indictment of 
our educational system. Rather, they re- 
mind us that one of the main factors in 
poor government stems directly from pub- 
lic apathy and ignorance of the basic oper- 
ation of our governmental system.

This breaking of the drouth in Georgia 
was good, too, in that it did not come with 
rushing winds which blow down the oats 
and make them difficult to combine. It 
was a fine series of rains and thousands of 
farmers, watching the clouds form and 
move toward them, gave thanks to God, 
some of them kneeling even on ‘their 
porches as the first drops fell. 


Almost every farmer has suffered some 
loss. But the rains came in time to pre- 
vent crop failure. The cotton seemed to 
grow an inch in the first day of rain. Corn 
began to lift itself with assurance. Vege- 
table gardens freshened up. 

Indeed do we wait down here, Lord, 
and we can’t do nothin’ “till You come.”

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The Political Fireworks Have Begun 


The fireworks in the 1948 gubernatorial campaign were set off last Tuesday. They were not held 


back until July Fourth, the traditional campaign opening time in Georgia. 


Acting Gov. Thompson 


and Herman Talmadge have been delivering civic speeches throughout the State for more than a 
year in a “get-acquainted” unofficial campaign tor the Governorship. People have long been 


wondering when the battle would really get under way. 


It seemed certain that Talmadge would 


give his major speech before the State Democratic Convention in Macon July 2, and that Thomp- 
son would follow within a few days with an opening speech from another section of the State. 
What these two could say to attract sensational attention that they hadn’t already said in a year’s 


exchange caused much pondering. 
Suddenly, Former Govs. Rivers and Arnall 


grabbed the spotlight with a move that set off 
the greatest political discussion of anything in 
recent months. When these two great campaign- 
ers made their peace and asked their anti-Tal- 
madge followers to merge, the real campaign for 
1948 began. That it will be a rip-snorter there is 
no doubt, since both Arnall and Rivers are fight- 
ers. The smart campaigner, Roy Harris, recog- 
nized the move as the campaign opener when he 
blasted forth with an angry statement. State 
Democratic Chairman Jim Peters, likewise, lost 
his composure and dared the two to meet him in 
Philadelphia. Only Herman Talmadge remained 
cool—he laughed at the efforts of “two dead 
mules.” Thompson was highly pleased over the 
development. 


There undoubtedly will be sensational de- 
velopments from here on out. There might 
even be a candidate for Governor replacing 
Thompson, but that is unlikely. More prob- 
ably there will be a fight between two dele- 
gations for seats at the Democratic National 
Convention. But, regardless of what happens 
in the future, last Tuesday marked the be- 
ginning of the knock-down, drag-out battle. 


The power of the realignment of Rivers and 
Arnall remains to be seen. Talmadge ridicules 
it as a strange coalition. Yet it is not as un- 
usual as the coalition of Roy Harris, Jim Peters, 
Jim Gillis and Zack Cravey—or those two for- 
mer feuding Fayette County neighbors, Charlie 
Redwine and Brack Blalock. Both sides have 
their strange lineups. A Thompson supporter 
hailed as unbeatable the combination of Rivers’ 
political organization and Arnall’s following 


among the people. Talmadge calls it nothing 
plus nothing. ‘ 

There is some question as to whether Arnall 
and Rivers can help themselves nationally and 
simultaneously help the anti-Talmadge forces 
locally. The Talmadge group is daring them to 
fight for seats at the national convention, In 
such a fight, the odds would be on the seating 
of Arnall and Rivers, who have consistently 
spoken favorably toward the National Demo- 
cratic Party and Mr. Truman, over Peters and 
Harris, who have denounced Mr. Truman and 
discussed the possibility of bolting. Suppose the 
Arnall-Rivers delegation were seated; that Arnall 
was nominated for Vice President, and that Riv- 
ers was continued as National Committeeman— 
and a civil rights platform adopted. Anti-civil 
rights Georgians might vote the national ticket, 
but they probably would take revenge on the 
gubernatorial candidate backed by Arnall and 
Rivers. 


At the present time, the Talmadge dele- 
gation to the national convention is the one 
that is on the spot. It must fight Mr. Tru- 
man hard enough to make an impression at 
home, and yet be careful not to bolt the 
party. 


Aside from gubernatorial politics: The most 
elaborate campaign now being conducted in 
Georgia is being waged by A. J. Hartley, can- 
didate for the Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sion for the seat now held by Perry Knight. 
Hartley took a leave of absence from his post 
in the State Law Department, set up full-time 
headquarters in a hotel, and is flooding the State 
with campaign literature.

What Is Wrong With Jekyll? 


Harold Martin’s column today presents the winning entry in a “Column Con-

fair and factual picture of what is right and what is wrong with a weekend 
vacation at Jekyll Island, the onetime playground for millionaires which has 
been the subject of a rousing political controversy since its purchase by the 


State as an inexpensive resort.

From the customer’s standpoint, a lot will 
have to be done before Mr. and Mrs. General 
Public will be entirely satisfied with the new set- 
up for a weekend vacation at Jekyll Island. It 
is defintely an overnight trip from Atlanta. If 


anyone can wangle the Saturday morning off, 
they can leave here at a reasonable hour Friday 


night and if the train is on time at Brunswick, they 


can make the 9 a. m. ferry and be on the island by 
10. All day Saturday and Sunday, leaving the 
island at 7 o’clock to catch the 9 p. m. train back 
home, makes a nice, restful visit. 

But in our case the train was just six hours 
late. At 11:30 Saturday morning we limped into 
Jesup to be greeted with a cold, windy drizzle. 
The conductor pointed out a “place” where we 
might get coffee. It was fully two blocks away 
and we were allowed 20 minutes. The fast run- 
ners jammed the little 6-by-12 lunch counter de- 
manding coffee and the fats and forties got 
there just as they were fresh out. A drugstore 
on the way back to the station provided ice cold 
milk and a glass of unstrained orange juice. After 
jumping puddles and dodgfng unhurried pedes- 
trians, we got back to the station to wait about 
45 minutes before we could get on the train again. 
It seems that they had to shift it around the 
tracks until it could find one it liked well enough 
to continue on to Brunswick. 


Finally at about 10 minutes to 1 we 
pulied into Brunswick. I’m firmly convinced 
now that it is just as well to take things as 
they come and not try to hurry. It seemed 
luck to nab a taximan to take us to the 
dock, but he was parked a block from the 
station and it was still raining. Just as we 
pulled up at the dock, the ferry had beaten 
us by 10 feet. No breakfast, no lunch, cold 
and discouraged, and it began to rain again. 
The next ferry would leave at 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Another four hours wasted 
through no fault of our own, meaning «a 
whole day of our short vacation lost, plus 
the cost of Pullman compartment overnight, 
as we could have spent Saturday on the 
train as well as the way we did. 


Some persons on the train suggested that the 
eonductor could have wired ahead and given 
someone in Jesup the opportunity to meet the 
train with coffee in paper cups, and made us 
all feel a little more cheerful. Again, it would 
seem that, since the ferry is the sole mode of 
transportation to the island, it could wait a rea- 
sonable few minutes after the train gets in to 
give the patrons of the island the margin of time 
mecessary to ride four or five blocks in a taxi 
to the dock. If there were some sort of co- 
operation existing between the railroad, ferry 
and hotel, it would be worth while in the Jong 
run. 
Jekyll Island nas been called a millionaire’s 
paradise. Regardless of how the former owners 
spent their millions, one thing is certain, the 
beauty of the island is natural. Less than a hun- 
dred feet from the hotel there is the small Faith 
Chapel where we were called to the service by 
the almost forgotten sound from childhood, the 
ringing of the bells. Inside the quaint little 
house of worship you feel you are in another 
part of the world. The Cheroke roses tried their 
best to climb all the trees on the island. One 
huge live oak tree surpassed all others, with its 
display of purple wisteria wound among the tan- 
gled gray moss. leas were at the height of 
their beauty and colorful woodbine came in sec- 
ond. In the gardens of the former residences 
orange trees and banana shrubs were adding 
beauty and unforgettable sweetness. Roses 
bloomed for the sheer joy of living in such a 
beautiful place. It was easy to forget about the 
train being late and missing the ferry. 

Friends have asked about the furnishings of 
the hotel. The bedrooms seem more or less like 
any old-fashioned resort hotel. Many of the 
mattresses were of inner-spring constructian but 
ethers were filled with something as yet unde 


termined. My first thought was cotton or felt, 
but after a few hours’ twisting and turning, it 
seemed more like moss pulled from the trees 
and wrapped around stones. Apparently, the 
idle rich did not spend much time in bed—not 
in the suite we occupied, at any rate. But let 
it be said in all solemnity, everything possible 
was done for our comfort. A few words to the 
housekeeper and a new—no, a DIFFERENT mat- 
tress—was put on my bed. This one did not 
have quite as many rocks in it. Friends on the 
other floors spoke of hard mattresses, while oth- 
ers bragged about springy ones. It is a matter 
of luck, I guess. 

The question has come up about the fire 
hazard. There are four floors in the hotel and 
one main stairway which is not inclosed. An 
open elevator shaft is not in use. There were 
outside stairs from a balcony running around 
our end of the fourth floor. There must have 
been others on the other sides of the building. 


After hearing several children playing chop- 
sticks at the same time on the grand piano every 
evening, we hoped some provision would be made 
for children’s entertainment and reserve the 
piano for real musically-inclined adults. 


With huge fireplaces in all of the public 
rooms and plenty of logs already cut, lying 
around outside, it seemed a shame for the 
guests to shiver and wear wraps in the 
house. Colored help was plentiful to cut 
hedges and do other jobs. A fire could be 
kept burning all day and until late evening 
with very little effort. This would have cre- 
ated a cheerful atmosphere, particularly on 
two dreary rainy days. Perhaps in Midsum- 
mer this would be out of the question; still 
on an island between a river and the ocean, 
a log fire weuld not be amiss any evening. 


There are many things yet to be done, of 
course, before the job is completed. The prom- 
ise of a cafeteria with popular prices holds in- 
terest for those who do not want, nor can af- 
ford, a 75-cent breakfast, $1.25 lunch and $2 din- 
ner. At present there is no alternative. For 
those accustomed to an extremely light break- 
fast it is objectionable to pay 75 cents for a 
heavy breakfast and only drink; the fruit juice 
and coffee; yet there was no other choice. There 
were six or seven different types of breakfast, 
but the prices were the same. After we had 
been there three or four days, we accidentally 
learned that coffee could be ordered in the snack- 
bar at breakfast time and sandwiches at noon. 
This was welcome news, but it was not public 
information and nobody seemed obligated to 
make such facts known. 


A telephone booth could be installed, as there 
is no way to make any kind of a call, local or 
long distance, or send a telegram, except to 
use the phone in the hotel office. 

The swimming pool is only a few feet from 
the hotel. The beach is about a mile, and as 
soon as the roads are opened up, it will be a 
pleasant walk. At present the bus makes the 
trip to the beach often enough to be satisfac- 
tory, and a number of persons did walk there 
and back several times. It is a beautiful beach. 


When all is said, the trip is well worth while. 
There is plenty of room to get away from the 
crowd if you are so inclined. There are many 
interesting roads to walk and explore, as well as 
sufficient privacy to relearn bicycle riding after 
some years. Take along a kodak. Films can 
be bought there. Take sun glasses and a sweater. 
There are hundreds of good books in the library 
for lazy. days. Plenty of chairs to rock in on the 
porch. Everybody tried awfully hard to please 
everybody else. Maids, bellboys, waiters in the 
dining room, etc., were eager to be of service. 
Clerks at the desk were courteous and friendly. 
Such an atmosphere prevails that you want to 
go back, if you could just be sure the train 
would not be late again. So Mr. and Mrs. North, 
South and Middle Georgia—go to sea—smell the 
salt air, get sand in your shoes again. Go to 
see out of curiosity, if nothing else. Jekyll Island 
is yours!

Galway--Where Lynching Began 


GALWAY—Half a millenium 


ago this ancient eity was one of the great 


ports of the world. Christopher Columbus stopped here and offered up in St. 
Nicholas’ Church a prayer for the success of the voyage he was about to make 
in search of a new world—a voyage that led te the discovery of America. One 
of the most famous salmon fishing streams in the world runs through the heart 
ef the town. The most beautiful tweeds in the world, those of Donegal and Connemara, are mar- 


keted here. 
The county and its neighbor have seen the 
departure of so many of their sons and daugh- 


ters for America that the Irish have a wry joke | 


about it: “The capital of Connemara is not Clif- 
den, it is Boston.” A vigorous old man on the 
train told us of seeing them leave, whole fami- 
lies at a time, when he was a boy. “You saw 
the Aran Islands?” he asked. “Well, beyond 
that there is no bit of land between Galway and 
America. The American ships used to come into 
the harbor long before my time, a century ago, 
to get men to help build the American railroads. 
I think the fare was £3 then. In my boyhood 


it was £7—$28—but that was a lot of money 
for these people. I’d see them going on board, 
and everything they had was wrapped in shawls. 
They carried tea, teapot, a straw mattress and 
zome loaves of bread, and they were packed in 
like cattle. It was the famine in the 1840s that 
started them leaving, and it’s never stopped.” 


The Aran Islands which he mentioned lie 
just off the coast, unspoilt and beautiful. It 
was John Millington Synge who first made 
famous these picturesque fishing people who 
still lead lives of simplicity, dourness and . 
tragedy. Nowadays the painters and writers 
fieck there in Summer to spend a few hours 
soaking up history and impressions, but ex- 
tremely few are ever admitted to friendship 
with the people. They only speak Gaelic; 
English is not used at all. 


Today the town of Galway is half old, half 
new, full of legend, and offering incomparable 
scenery along its Atlantic coastline. 


The little Catholic Church where Columbus 
knelt to pray is now incorporated into a much 
larger edifice that is Protestant in faith. Here 
lies the vault of the Lynch family, about whom 
Ili tell you presently, and rare old graves of 
guild workers whose trade implements are en- 
graved on their slabs. 


The Spanish Arch still stands and is owned, 
I was told, by a niece of Winston Churchill, a 
painter who occupies the dwelling that 
adjoins it. Just beyond it are the few cottages 
remaining from the Claddagh, ence a beautiful 
fishing village with its own chieftains and own 
laws. The walls of these whitewashed cottages 
are three, sometimes four, feet thick; the win- 
dows are tiny, and on the stone or dirt floors 
of two rooms untold generations of hardly chil- 
dren have grown up. But some did not. The 
curse of the country is tuberculosis. In the poorer 
districts it afflicts both humans and cattle, but 
the Government is working hard to eradicate it. 


In those thatched cottages are peat fires that 


have not gone out for five or six hundred years. 
When they are not needed for heat, they are 
used for cooking. You'll find no electric stoves, 
gas ranges, or even coal and wood stoves in 
them; the two latter commodities are priceless, 
the former almost unheard of. 

But this is not to imply that all Galway is 
backward and poor. Far from it. And on the 
west coast of the town there is growing up a 
suburban resort, Salthill, which may some day 
be an unfortunate reproduction of Brighton. 

Before the hotel doors, however, pass donkey 
carts such as Columbus must have seen, black- 
shawled women walking beside them, bringing 
in a load of turf to sell at the Saturday market. 

There are white swans idling along the 
ocean’s edge, and on the River Corrib, too, where 
early in May literally thousands of salmon leap 
the weir to go upstream to spawn. 

The old streets are’ narrow, winding; new 
ones around Eyre Square are broader, and in the 
park sits a whimsical figure, the statue of Padriac 
O’conaire, a story-teller, with one foot twisted 
around the other, so quaint, so appealing that 
he steals your heart. 

Only a few hundred yards away is the build- 
ing where the first lynching in history is said 
to have taken place. The story goes like this: 
In 1493 John Lynch FitzStephen, Mayor of Gal- 
way, went over te Spain to improve relations 
between that country and Galway. He was 
entertained by a rich merchant named Gomez, 
whose son, a handsome young Spaniard, re- 
turned to Ireland as his guest. Lynch had a son 
named Walter, and the two young men became 
friends. Walter Lynch was in love with a girl 
named Agnes, whose father, a’ merchant of Gal- 
way, spoke Spanish perfectly, and was delighted 
to welcome the young Spaniard to his house. 
Some say that the young Spaniard seduced the 
girl. At any rate, Walter Lynch became madly 
jealous, and one day, in the height of his pas- 
sion, he stabbed the Spaniard and threw his 
body into the sea. | ’ 


Walter Lynch was arrested and confessed 
his guilt. His father, as Mayor, pronounced 
the death sentence. But no man in Galway 
would execute the boy! The mob attempted 
a rescue, but before this could be made, and 
in sight of the crowd, Lynch hanged his own 
son. 


“He had to do it,” the people will tell you, 
“for the honor of Galway. His son had not only 
committed murder» he had violated the laws of 
hospitality. After the hanging Lynch went to 
his home, and was never seen again by living 
man.” 

It is by the strangest nerversion of meaning 
that “lynch law” means today the vengeance by 
a mob on a erirnhinal.

Georgia’s black top roads are 
full of holes, and the cement roads 
are not in much better condition. 
Some people blame the weather 
during the past Winter, others 
have suggested that the crushed 
rock foundation was not thick 
enough, or that what little asphalt 
was used in the construction was 
spread too thin. Others have 
pointed out that contracts for road 
building in Georgia have been re- 
peatedly let for sums averaging 
less than for similar construction 
in other States. Recently it was 
stated that this was due to the low 
cost of sand and its accessibility 
for road building in Georgia. 


It is not the low cost of the com- 
pleted road that worries us, but the 
lost cost of sand. Could it be that 
too much of that low-cost sand is 
going into the construction of 
Georgia highways, and not enough 
high-cost cement and asphalt? 


In other States we often find 
roads full of holes—not a dilapi- 
dated sort, but nice round test 
holes cut through the pavement to 
determine just what went into the 
finished product. We have a feel- 
ing that Georgia taxpayers would 
like to find a few more test holes 
in their highways and not so many 
breaks in the pavement that make 


us wonder if the roads were prop- 
erly constructed.

Mrs. W. H. Vinson, who with

McPherson after a stay of 18 
months with the Army of Occu- 
pation in Japan, has brought back 
an interesting slant on the people 
of that mysterious little island. 

A native Georgian and the sis- 
ter of Mrs. J. O. Martin, immedi- 
ate past President of Atlanta’s Gar- 
den Center, Mrs. Vinson studied 
particularly the inborn love of the 
Japanese for beauty, and their ap- 
proach to flower arrangement, 
which she says has become a m- 
tional cult, practiced there for 
thousands of years, by men and 
women alike. 

Japan is the most beautiful coun- 
try in the world, she believes, and 
she has been stationed in various 
foreign cities during her husband’s 
long Army career. With an eter- 
nal mist rising up from the sea to 
soften its vivid colors and _ its 
jagged rocks thrown up by vol- 
canic mountains, there pervades 
over the island a sort of etheral 
beauty which makes it understand- 
able that its people have a feeling 
about it that is almost spiritual. 

Every precious foot of this over- 
populated island must be utilized, 
which means that the average 
Japanese lives in a tiny weather- 
brown house on a tiny lot, nestled 
within the seclusion of an age-old 
evergreen hedge which makes it 
look for all the world like a snug, 
compact bird’s nest.

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Historians Can't Agree Whether 
She Was the Wickedest or Just the 
Most Maligned Beauty of the 


Renaissance

IANCA CAPELLO may have been 
a the most beautiful girl in Ren- 

aissance Italy. Also, she may 
have been the wickedest. From her 
day until the present she has had warm 
defenders @nd venomous accusers. 

Those who saw her.in life, and 
came under the spell of what must 
have been an unusual’ personality, 
and later biographers who think they 
know what the spell was like, have 
strained themselves in attempts to 
sweeten her memory. 

Beyond doubt the lovely creature 
was talented. She could act a part, she 
had the inventive faculty of drama- 
tists, fiction writers and liars, and 
she feared neither God nor man. 

The whole truth about her will 
never be known. If revealed at. last, 
it wiJl not be altogether believed. She 
always covered her tracks. 

Where a crime appears in her rec- 
ord, someone else may have com- 
mitted it; when she seems to have 
gone straight for a while, the thought 
occurs that she was plotting mischief, 
and missed her aim. 

She was born in 1548, the daughter 
of Bartolomeo Capello, a noble Ve- 
netian, fabulously wealthy. Even in 
childhood she became known through- 
out Italy for her beauty. 

What may be called her active life 
began in her 16th year, when she 
eloped, on Nov. 28, 1563, with Pietro 
Bonayenturi, a clerk in the Venetian 
brar of the Florentine . banking 
house of. Salviati. é, 

Fate or the devil designed Pietro 
and Bianca for each other. He was 
young and handsome, and he told her 
he was wealthy, member of a junior 
branch of the clan, and in line to in- 
herit the business. But thé- home in 
Florence, to which he took her, proved 
to be a wretched shanty or hovel. He 
wasn't a Salviati; he hadn’t a penny; 
his folks were riffraff. 

In one respect he dealt honorably 
with. Bianca; he married her. After 
they reached Florence she bore him 
a daughter, Pellegrina. 

As Bianca’s wedded husband, he 
would share in whatever allowance 
the angry Bartolomeo might settle 
on his daughter and granddaughter 
when he cooled off. 

But Bartolomeo didn’t cool off. He 
tried to arrest the elopers on the 
ground that they had removed from 
his home much family silver. 

But the Grand Duke Cosimo de’ 
Medici, having caught sight of Bi- 
anca, would not permit her to be ar- 
rested, or otherwise inconvenienced. 

Francesco, his son and heir, feel- 
ing the same way about her, or more 
so, procured for Pietro an easy and 
lucrative government post, which 
kept him abroad most of the day. 

‘Bianca was settled in a comfort- 
able house, within walking distance 
of Francesco's residence. But Pietro 
was not worthy of so much kindness. 
Entering too heartily into the spirit of 
the neighborhood, he paid court to a 
neighbor’s wife until the sensitive 
man thrust a rapier through him. 
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It was hinted by the prudish and 
unkind that the rapier belonged to 
Francesco, and that Bianca gave the 


Signal as her husband approached 
his home, shortly after dark. 

She went into semi-mourning for 
him. At the moment her mind was 
set on doing Francesco a favor. He 
wanted a son. His wife bore him 
nothing but daughters. 

If Francesco died without male 
issue, whether regular or irregular, 
Duke Cosimo’s wealth would go to 
his other son, Cardinal Ferdinand. 

Bianca hated the Cardinal, and he 
despised her, but both were too well 
brought up-to show their feeling. 

After failing to furnish Francesco 
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Bianca's Great Moment Ended Abruptly 
When Francesco Fell to the Floor in 


Agony. 
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with a son herself, Bianca resorted 
to a hoax. She let it be known that 
she was an expectant mother, and 
introduced into her house several 
nurses, who later came forward with 
a, new-born child, and swore it be- 
longed to Bianca and Francesco. 

He swallowed the hoax, and had 
the infant christened Antonio de’ Me- 
dici, but so many people laughed that 
Bianca took pains to put her accom- 
plices out of the way. 

One of the women escaped the as- 
sassins, reached Bologna, and told the 
whole story in a deposition before a 
notary, who at her request forwarded 
the document to Cardinal Ferdinand. 
The Cardinal laid it aside, to talk over

with his brother, Francesco, later. 

This was Bianca’s darkest hour, 
but her sky cleared almost immedi 
ately. Francesco's wife, through i1! 
ness or poison or both, came to a 
sudden end. Bianca, in that moment 
of victory, resolved to be magnani- 
mous. She would be reconciled to the 
Cardinal, she ‘would invite all her 
enemies to a famous banquet. 

The date was Oct. 10, 1587. The 
Cardinal was in a forgiving mood. 
He permitted himself to smile with 
pleasure at the fruit tarts Bianca's 
cook had prepared. 

Francesco, too, was fond of fruit 
tarts. He ate one, turned white, and 
fell to the floor in agony. Bianca put 
down her tart, hastened to his side, 
and collapsed. 

In a few hours both were dead. 

Who was the murderer? Had Bi 
anca’s cook been bribed? 

The cook swore that he never 
flavored his best dishes with poison. 
Furthermore, he called attention to 
the fact that the guests, all of them 
except the Cardinal, had consumed a 
tart or two, and had survived. 

A post mortem examination of Bi- 
anca and Francesco by surgeons 
failed to reveal any traces of poison. 

Those who liked sentiment clung 
to the theory that Bianca marked 
two poisoned tarts for the, Cardinal. 
but Francesco by mistake helped him- 
self to one of them, and she at once 
ate the other.

AITH, it is said, can move mountains, but could 

it bring Virginia Bruce, lovely Hollywood film 

star, and her handsome ‘Turkish husband, Ali 
Ipar, back together again? 

The couple recently were put on the horns of 
a cruel dilemma by American consular authorities 
in far-away Istanbul. 

Ipar had gone back to Turkey to visit his 
father, whom he hadn’t seen in seven years. The 
reunion over, he confidently applied for permis- 
sion to rejoin his blond bride in Hollywood. 

Then came the blow. 

No, ruled the authorities, he couldn’t re-enter 
the United States on a visitor’s visa. Being mar- 
ried to an American woman, he obviously wouldn't 
be coming over just as a visitor.

When nothing definite happened, she packed 
up and went to Europe to see her man. Three 
months-later, she came back. 

“Ali met me at the boat at Southampton, Eng: 
land,” she reminisced wistfully. “We went to 
Paris for a week. : 

“We moved on to the chateau of my husband’s 
family in Nice.

Things would be very strange 
for her in Turkey.” 

Virginia was 21, a former Follies beauty and 
an established screen actress when she met the 
dashing, temperamental] Jack Gilbert. 

Jack, who had been successively married to 
Olivia Burwell, Leatrice Joy and Ina Claire, then 
was in the process of being divorced by the latter. 

“Before I met Jack,” recalled Virginia, “He 
used to wink when he passed me on the Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer lot. Then I was chosen to test 
for his picture, ‘Downstairs.’ I had to make the 
test alone and I was mad at Jack for not doing 
it with me. But when I met him he was very 
charming. He asked about my family. He knew 
the first names of my mother and father.” 

As always, Jack was the impetuous suitor. As 
soon as Ina Claire’s divorce was final, he made 
the dazzled Virginia his bride. He wouldn’t even 
wait for her to finish her current picture, “Congo.” 
In fact, she left the set at 5:30 p. m. and a half 
hour later, she and Jack were married. 

No woman ever held the mercurial Gilbert for 
long. Even the birth of a daughter didn’t cement 
his latest marriage. 

On Jan. 15, 1934, Virginia left Gilbert, and on 
May 25, she won a divorce. 

In her settlement with Gilbert, Virginia re- 
ceived $42,500 worth of property, $150 a month for 
the support of the baby and $92.31 a week for 
herself for three years. 

The great lover of the screen died of a heart

ailment in 1936. Virginia and her baby gir] re- 
ceived the bulk of his $250,000 estate. 

Next year on a Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer set, she 
met J. Walter Ruben, the director who started the 
“Maisie” pictures. After a two months’ romance 
they were married on Dec. 18, 1937. 

With Ruben, Virginia found happiness. A son 
was born Aug. 26, 1941. However, fate seemed to 
have a grudge against the blond star. On Sept. 4, 
1942, Ruben died from a blood clot.

It was an- 
nounced that he and Virginia would be married 
the next day. 

Their plans were interrupted when Ipar was 
taken into custody at Virginia’s Pacific Palisades 
home on the night of August 26 while the star 
was giving a birthday party for her son, Christo- 
pher. Army officials, it seemed, wanted to know 
how Ipar had received a trio of three-day passes 
from Fort Lewis, Wash. , 

Ipar’s explanations satisfied officials long 
enough for him and Virginia to be married the 
next day, but the Commandant of Fort Lewis or- 
dered the bridegroom to fly back there to appear 
at an investigation.

HENEVER a young man in high position 
W listens to his heart, and marries a girl 
of lowly station, many stand ready to 
pronounce a verdict of sadness and trouble ahead. 
“It won't last,” they say. “It’s just a passing 
fancy.” 

They can not count, however, on the great 
name, du Pont, to bear them out. 

Once there was a handsome, wilful, young du 
Pent who broke away from the fold. He fell in 
love with a bright and pretty Irish barmaid born 
in County Kerry, and she loved him. He re- 
nounced his future in an industrial kingdom. and 
theirs became a romance rich and lasting. 

It was on June 1, 1889, they met. The liner 
Etthuria put into Queenstown, County Cork, and 
among the passengers was slender, youthful 
Maurice du Pont, dark-haired and gray-eyed, the 
great-grandson of Eleuthere Irenee du Pont de 
Nemours, founder of the vast powder works. 

Having graduated from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and taken a post-graduate 
course at Johns Hopkins, he was then, at 22, 
making the grand tour before starting to work in 
the family business. With him was a younger 
brother, Louis, their aunt, Mary du Pont, and 
her five children. 

As young Maurice rode up the hill in a 
jaunting cart he gazed dreamily down on the blue 
waters of Cork Harbor, envisioning a happy, care- 
free summer. At the hotel he and Louis joined 
the. crowd in the barroom. Deftly serving, and

laughingly parrying the wise cracks, was Tottie 
Fitzgerald, the prettiest girl either had ever seen. 

She came of an ancient, but impoverished Irish 
family——-one of the oldest in Ireland, the Fitz. 
geralds. Her father’s cousin was the Earl of 
Glin, descended, like herself, from the Knights of 
Kerry. No one in her family had much money. 
So Margaret Mary clerked at the Queens Hotel, 
kept books, and waited on the bar. 

“After two weeks sojourn,” wrote a news- 
paper correspondent, “the du Pont family left for 
England but Maurice continued to separate him. 
self from the rest of the company. During the 
rush hour the handsome young millionaire as- 
sisted Tottie behind the bar. On her afternoons 
off he took her driving in a cart to Blarney Castle. 

“During warm summer evenings Mr. du Pont 
could be seen lounging in an easy chair in front of 
the barroom at the Queens Hotel, one eye on the 
sea, the other on the busy little barmaid. At the 
Royal Cork Yacht Club Regatta on August 15th, 
1889, he appeared on the promenade in white 
flannels with Miss Fitzgerald’s aunt. Nine days 
later he sailed for home. Townspeople declared 
Tottie had been jilted. She left the hotel and 
went to hve with an aunt in Cork.” 

Maurice returned to Wilmington to make the 
most difficult decision of his life. Uncle Henry, 
the titular head of the family, had died on 
Aug. 8th, 1889. If Maurice wanted a place in 
the du Pont organization now was his chance. 

His brother Alfred had asked for a partnership 
and got it. Maurice was qualified to hold a simi. 
lar post. His life had been one straight road 
leading to participation in the du Pont firm. 
Now, it came to a forking of the ways; one marked 
du Pont, the other Margaret Mary Fitzgerald. 

Back in Queenstown people were shaking their 
heads. “That young du Pont was as irresponsible 
as a will-o’-the-wisp in the Cork bog.” 

They were wrong. 

“At daylight on the"25th of September, 1889,” 
continues the newspaper story, “young du Pont 
landed in the mists of the morning, drove to Cork, 
registered at the Imperial Hotel and hastened, 
laden with gifts, to the home where his sweetheart 
waited.” : 

Seventeen days later the following marriage 
notice was published in a Cork newspaper: 

“Du Pont-Fitzgerald, October 12th, 1889, at 
St. Peter’s and St. Paul’s Church, by the Reverend 
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Canon Sheehan, Maurice, second son of E. I. du 
Pont, of Wilmington; Delaware, U. S. A., to 
Margaret, eldest daughter of P. Fitzgerald, Inchi- 
more, Brosna, County Kerry. 

“Miss Fitzgerald was born at Brosna, 22 years 
ago, the daughter of a farmer working his own 
land, assisted by two sons and three daughters.” 

. Interviewed recently, at the age of 81, in the 
fashionable New York City hotel where she was 
living, Mrs. du Pont told The American Weekly: 

“I’ve always been happy. But the 52 years 
with my husband were the happiest of my life. 
He died in 1941. 

“I had made up my mind never to marry when 
I met Maurice. I was going on the stage. He 
proposed four times. When he talked of return- 
ing to America I knew I loved him. He was so 
gentle—like his mother, they say.” ) 

Their first child was named Charlotte Louise, 


after his mother, their second Gerald Fitzgerald, 
after an ancestor of hers, and the third Nesta, for 
the Welsh queen who married the first Gerald. 

After their honeymoon, the couple went to 
visit Maurice's brother, Alfred, in Wilmington. 
some of the family were friendly to her, others 
chilly, especially the wives. Maurice did not jcin 
the du Pont firm, and they decided to make their 
home in Boston, instead of Wilmington. 

Maurice’s-inheritance from his father’s estate 
amounted to $105,00Q. He supplemented this with 
inventions and work as a mining engineer. 

For several years they lived in the State of 
Washington. Later, they went to Ottawa, Canada, 
then London, Paris and finally Asheville, N. C. 

“It’s been a busy, rich life, full of friends, af- 
fection and happiness,” Mrs. du Pont said. “The 
family of my cousin, Lord Fitzgerald, lived in 
London—that was England’s golden era when we 
were there. We knew everybody. My husband’s 
relatives came often to visit us.” 

Had she found her early life in the Queens 
Hotel a hindrance or a help? 

Her answer came back clear and positive: 

“IT am never ashamed to say I worked. I did 
everything they asked me to-in that hotel. It 
was a fine place. I was glad to have the work. I 
came of a good family but we were poor. There's 
no disgrace in that. 

“If I had my life te live over again I would 
plead for one thing, that my husband be allowed 
to live as long as I.” =

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Shivering With Terror Libby Was Led Away by the Indian 
Chief to His Tepee—Only to Be Turned Over to His

vit IBBY, remember a lady can be a lady 
wherever she may be.” 

That terse admonition from the un- 
schooled pioneer mother of nine rambunctious 
sons—and Libby Smith—probably kept the girl 
who eventually was Known all over the West as 
the “Cattle Queen of Montana” from getting into 
any worse scrapes than she did. 

Being a lady was no small chore in the wild 
shooting days of the 1850s, and besides that Libby 
hadn't lived a real girl’s life from the day she was 
10 years old. 

That was when the whole kit and kaboodle 
of the Smiths moved from Rockford, Ill., to a 
small frontier town in Iowa where they didn’t 
stay many years before the gold fever hit them. 

Libby Smith’s adventure-filled story from that 
point on is told in a rare volume, entitled “Cattle 
Queen of Montana,” recently found in the fa- 
mous collection of Western Americana made by 
,the late Herbert S. Auerbach of Salt Lake City. 


Vigilant Daughter. 


With two covered wagons, a yoke of oxen and 
a yoke of cows, Libby and her mother and father 
set out for Pike’s Peak and the fortune that, as 
near as young Libby could figure, always turned 
out to be a misfortune. 

As the Smiths lumbered across the prairies, 
they were scared half out of their wits several 
times when they ran across bodies of white men 
and women, killed by Indians. 

Once they found themselves in the midst of an 
Indian burial ceremony and, in order not to risk 
having anything personal to mourn about, they 
just attended the rites in silence. 

That is, they kept still until a fat Indian boy 
in his teens-—the chief's son—sneaked up behind 
Libby. She jumped like a startled jackrabbit 
when he called her “White Lily,” words he’d 
learned no one knows where, and then gave her a 
resounding kiss. 

Libby, placing her own interpretation on her 
mother’s admonition to be a lady, hauled off and 
socked the overgrown papoose in the nose, 

Though the chief laughed and gave her a pony 
for her courage, she lived to regret, mightily, that 
impulsive wallop. She never forfeited the cool] 
courage behind it, however. 

Even when it came to stopping a “hanging bee’ 
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down in the wild New Mexico country, where the 
Smiths eventually trekked along with a lot of 
others, Libby was unafraid. 

A dozen or so new settlers on the site of the 
present city of Denver had followed the lead of an 
old prospector named Joe, who claimed he'd found 
a rich lode and covered it over to keep it hidden. 

The trouble was that the old codger never 
could rediscover that gold vein, and naturally the 
other men got sore. 

One night they ordered Old Joe into a near-by. 
gulch and he knew what that meant. 

Whimpering, praying and half fainting with 
fear he reeled through the underbrush, assisted 
by many savage boots. 

Libby edged along the sidelines but when she 
saw two men tossing a stout rope over the limb 
of a tree she tore into them. 

‘There was real fire in her eye and following 
woman’s prerogative she first used tears, then 
fighting words to save Old Joe. 

He was let off with a flogging. 


T wasn’t until after Libby’s father had died of 

‘lung fever” in Denver, and several of her 
brothers had come out to prospect on their own, 
that a real spell of trouble with the Indians broke 
out in that part of the Rockies. 

When the mangled body of Libby’s youngest 
brother was left on the doorstep one morning, the 
cirl’s horror almost outweighed her heartbreak. 
Then, within a few days there was a massacre of 
men, women and children at Cherry Creek. 

In spite of these and-other depredations, Libby 
packed a few of her belongings and announced 
her intention to visit her Iowa home, back. in 
“the States.” 

She’d been gone some years and so it was a 
beautiful young woman, instead of askinny young- 
ster In her teens, who climbed aboard a freight 
wagon in a train of 100 rigs and headed east.

She Tried Hard to Follow Her Mother's Advice, but 
Sometimes the Rigors of Frontier Life, Including Indian 
Captivity, Made the Promise Hard to Keep. 


One of Libby’s brothers was driving the wagon 
she rode and a couple of hundred miles out of 
Denver they pulled out of the long train of freight- 
ers to visit a settler they knew. 

They hadn't paid much attention to the pecu- 
liar hush all around, nor thought it queer that not 
a single roving Indian had been seen—even? against 
the skyline, 

That’s why it was impossible for them to whip 
up their horses and make a run for it when they 
heard a weird and deafening warwhoop and saw 
what seemed to be hundreds of redskins, brandish- 
ing tomahawks, battle axes and other weapons, 
bearing down on them. 


hl a single blow one savage knocked the 
driver from his seat. Another Indian dragged 
Libby from the wagon which soon was thoroughly 
plundered. 

Blindfolding her with a rag he set her on his 
pony in front of him and the whole band rode, she 
didn’t know where, until early the next morning. 

Then, while they stopped for water and food, 
Libby’s blindfold was removed but her feet were 
tied and she was placed on the ground beside 
another white woman and six small children. 
When she tried to talk to the woman a hand was 
placed on her mouth and a battle axe held 
mergcingly above her head. 

Her eyes searched, but nowhere could they 
find her brother, and so she assumed that the 
savages had killed him. 

“Death could be an easy fate,” the girl thought 
as she again rode with her special captor. Now 
that her blindfold was off and she had a chance 
to study his face a new fear gripped her. 

She knew this savage who seemed to have 
claimed her as his particular prize! 

He was the. chief the Smiths had met years 
ago on the prairies; the redskin whose son she 
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had slapped when he called her “White Lily” and 
then kissed her. 

Just as she made her unhappy discovery an- 
other, and younger, warrior rode up. He wore a 
devilish smile, and stared into her eyes with a 
look of pure hate. The “White Lily” was in for 
trouble and she knew it, 

When nightfall came the women prisoners were 
segregated in the center of. the camp while husky 
warriors disputed over their possessions. 

Libby watched as the captives were led away, 
one by one, until at last she stood alone surround- 
ed by redmen. 

“With tears of misery and fear coursing down 
my cheeks,” she relates, “T lifted my bound hands 
to God in prayer that I might be spared the fate 

of my unfortunate companions.” 

What happened didn’t seem to 
be an answer to her prayer, for 
the chief stepped up and took 
her to his ‘epee, but once inside 
he just turned her Over to his 
vigilant daughter. 

There were other days and 
other nights to come,’ though, 
and every day’s travel brought 
cruelty; every night fear. 

The single blow of a. battle 
axe disposed of a_ 10-year-old 
child who fainted on the way.

That present really was prophetic. 

When both Libby and Nat, Collins got fed up 
with mining they turned to cattle raising in 
the Teton Valley. 

Eventually they bought a ranch of their own 
at a little place called Choteau. 

Libby persuaded Nat that they should ship 
their cattle direct to Chicago, but just as they 
were ready to go Nat got sick. 

There was nothing for her to do but take the 
cattle herself. “ 

That was easy, as far as Great Falls. She had 
aBle cowboys to help her drive the bawling herd 
that far. 

Then she found’ she was up against a strict 
rule of the railroad. ; 

No woman could ride on a cattle train, even tf 
she paid full fare. 

It took a lot of pulling of wires, and communi- 
cations with officials, but when that train pulled 
out Mrs. Collins sat in the caboose. 

From that day on she was called the “Cattle 
Queen of Montana,” and lived up to the name by 
becoming a prosperous ranchwoman. 

Libby Collins died on her ranch near Choteau 
more than 25 years ago. 

The Cattle Queen had reached more than the 
allotted threescore and 10 years and those who 
remember her story remember that she was a 
grand old lady as well as a queen.

He flopped and 
the doyal Bonny devoted herself to the job of 
restoring him to a measure of -his old success. 
“We met in a show,” Eunice Skelly said. 
“We toured tank towns, fell in love, and were 
married. In 1916 we took our act to London.” 
Until 1918 they stuck to their vow that neither 
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would go into a show without the other. 
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Then Hal was offered a part in the musical AR RRR 
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comedy, “Fiddlers Three.” 

Believing that her whole world could revolve 
around the success of her man, she said she forced 
Hal to join the show alone. 

Then day after day she searched every avail- 
able source for odd bits of humor so he could 
win laurels:for his extemporaneous wit. 

“Hal neyer was on the stage during the next 
few years,” Eunice explained, “without me in the 
wings or out front praying that he’d be a success. 

“Often I tried to force my thoughts through 
the air and onto the stage. Sometimes I felt that 
I did put Words into his mouth but I never let 
him know...When I asked him about some spur 
of the moment stunt he’d performed he always 
said, ‘Oh,: honey. It was just a hunch’.” 

After Broadway it was Hollywood for Hal. 
“Dance of Life,”’ the screen version of ‘‘Burlesque,” 
made him the man of the hour in the movie colony. 

Certain Hollywood producers tried to make a 
great lover out of the man who had climbed to 
fame because he had a clown’s face and legs 
that made everyone laugh. 

All the.fullness of a wife’s love couldn’t right 
such a mistake, nor could it soften the blow of 
losing eVerything in the 1929 Wall Street crash. 

Then, Eunice said, an evil voice whispered in 
her husband's ear, “Don’t you know that you are 
the laughing-stock of Broadway and Hollywood? 
Everyone knows that Eunice runs your life.” 

That. is when Hal Skelly decided to go to 
England, alone, and try his luck in the play 
“Fifty Million Frenchmen.” Eunice countered by 
opening up a swank beauty salon on 57th Street. 

Hal Skelly returned, and perhaps he was chas- 
tened by his lack of success, who knows? 

At any rate, at a New Year’s Eve party at the 
old Mayfair Club in 1932, he uttered sweet words 
that Eunice, who never had doubted his love, had 
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waited all of her married life to hear. 

As they danced Hal Skelly looked into Eunice’s 
eyes and said, “Honey, for the first time in my life 
I realize you are beautiful.” 

That more than repaid the woman who, at 
the age of 14, had listened to her mother’s warn 
ing, “You aren’t pretty, child, so remember that 
you must cultivate your mind and develop such 
charm that no one will notice your looks.” 

“T have been beauty and youth conscious ever 
since,’”’ Eunice said. 

Eunice Skelly was 40 years old when a train 
hit Hal’s car and killed him at a railroad crossing 
near Cornwall, Conn. In her suit, Eunice contends 
the railroad was at fault, because the view of tHe 
tracks was obstructed. The railroad argued that 
Hal failed to exercise due caution. After 15 years 
of litigation, the case was recently decided in 
her favor, with the $100,000 award. 

After Hal’s death, Eunice started a small mail 
order cosmetic business and she built up the pros- 
perous Eunice Skelly, House of Youth. 

Then illness stepped in and she lost most of 
her accumulated gains, but she started anew in 4 
Fifth Avenue beauty and charm salon designed to 
replace the one she lost. 

“Times have made my old $100,000 goal too 
small—I’ll need at least $250,000. 4 

“Then I'll see the world, and I don’t intend to 
see it alone,” Eunice Skelly says with a smile, 
though she denies that she will marry again.

K even let him sit up for several days.” 

It had been an unusually difficult op- 
eration. The 38-year-old patient’s swollen appendix 
had been close to ruptyring. But it was out now 
and apparently all he needed to get out of danger 
was plenty of bed rest. 

At the first opportunity after regaining con- 
sciousness, however; he horrified his nurse by 
climbing out of bed and walking around the room. 

The following morning he insisted on walking 
out of the hospital. The chief surgeon warned 
him of the serious risk he was taking. But the 
patient went out anyway and drove his car home. 

Three days after the operation he drove 30 
miles through the congested traffic in Detroit, 
Mich., and also worked in his garden. On the 
fifth day he drove 40 miles to report te his sur- 
geon, who found him completely heale 

Thus was brought about a revolutic.. in post- 
surgical care. ; 

Never 6efore had the doctors and nurses at 
the hospital seen such rashly “premature” geiting 
out of bed lead to so excellent a recovery follow- 
ing a major operation. 

Dr. D. J. Leithauser> Detroit surgeon, was so 
impressec that he started to get all his patients 
out of bed “early” (from a few hours to 24 
hours)- He put them through deep breathing, 
coughing and walking exercises, after the removal 
of the appendix or gallbladder or other operation. 

Even children, aiter operations, were required 
to get up from the bed and engage in prescribed 
activities. 

One boy, aged 16, was operated on for acute 
appendicitis. The next day he attended a theatré. 
He recovered completely with unusual rapidity: 

A 39-year-old woman had her gallbladder re. 
moved and got up several times the first day. 
She was given certain exercises. On the sixth day 
she went home. 

Dr. Arthur G. King, of Cincinnati, began the 
use of early rising from bed for women following 
child delivery. Within the first 24 hours after 
childbirth one mother was assisted to stand up by 
the side of the bed for one minute. On the second 
day she sat on a chair for five minutes. Abdominal 
and other exercises in bed were also started. On 
the seventh day she took a shower. : 
~ On the eighth day she was encouraged to wash 
her hair unaided, walk about and, if she’ desired, 
to go home. The results, according to Dr. King, 
were better than when women are kept in bed 
for longer periods following childbirth. 

Taking various operations into account, Dr. 


Complications Are 
Fewer After Surgery 
When Patients Get on 
Their Feet and Behave 
Like Normal Persons. 


John H. Powers, of Cooperstown, N. Y., com- 
pared the recovery of patients who were required 
to quit the bed early and walk about with those 
who were kept in bed for 10 to 14 days or more. 
He found that streamlining convalescence by get- 
ting patients out of bed was a great help to them. 

Following an operation there are sometimes 
dangers of partial collapse of the lungs and 
pneumonia, formation of blood clots in the veins, 
especially of the legs, derangement of stomach 
and intestines, increased muscular weakness and 
nervous disorder, as well as the low morale of the 
patient. All these are decreased when the patient 
gets up early and becomes active. 

Naturally, bed rest is prolonged if illness is 
complicated, or if the patient is suffering from 
tuberculosis. But now even for these. bedridden 
patients there are devices to exercise the legs and 
stir up circulation. The beds are provided with 
mechanisms for vibrating, swinging, raising or 
lowering the lower extremities. 

A British psychiatrist, J. A. McCluskie, has 
recently shown in The Lancet, a London medical 
publication, that spending more. time in bed than 
is needed makes perfectly well children mentally 
disturbed. | 

A six-year-old: girl talked and walked in, her 
sleep, showed incapacity to learn and behave nor- 
mally in school. Her mother made her go to bed 
at 6:30 P.M. ‘and wouldn’t let her get up until 
7:45 A.M. Also,/a 14-year-old boy kept bursting 
into tantrums and he even stole things in the 
school. His trouble, too, was a dictatorial mother 
who compelled him to stay in bed for 12 hours.

Until recently little has been known about what 
bed. rest alone does to a normal person. Dramatic 
tests have brought to light part of the answer. 

Drs. John E. Deitrick, G. Donald Whedon and 
Ephraim Shorr of the Cornell Medical College and 
the New York Hospital and Russell Sage Institute 
of Pathology used four conscientious objectors be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 29 for experiments. 

All four had their legs and pelvic girdles put 
into plaster casts. During the first four days this 
“immobilization”, or.enforced rest. caused no de- 
cided symptoms. Then suddenly nitrogen (repre- 
senting the product of broken-down protein of 
the body) and calcium, of which bones and teeth 
are made, began to be excreted. Muscles, espe- 
cially of the legs, were breaking down and grow- 
ing weaker. The loss of calcium showed that bed 
rest may tend to form kidney stones. There was 
impaired blood circulation, but not increased 
clotting of blood. 

The rate of turning food into body heat and 
energy (metabolism) was such as to show that in 
tuberculosis bed rest is beneficial. But as time 
passed, inactivity in bed caused mental troubles. 

In general, the experiment demonstrated that 
immobilization—meaning remaining in bed, with 
as little activity as possible—begins to show ill 
effects only after two or three weeks. This means 
that if you have a cold, you can “go to bed” as 
you have always done, without fear. 

Bed rest, especially normal sleep, is not the 
panacea which it was once supposed to be for all 
troubles; carried to excess it is harmful. Within 
sensible limits, however, rest is useful to balance 
activity—but the abuse of rest is pernicious. 
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Why Peter Blake! Wherever did you get 
such an idea? You know very well I have to 
scramble to make ends meet.

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UNMARRIED MILLIONAIRES

O look at John Fitzgerald Kennedy no one 
T would dream that the 31-year-old tall, boyish, 

well-built, sandy-haired youth was a U. S. 
Congressman and part owner of the $26,000,000 
Merchandise Mart in Chicago. 

But behind this typical Harvard-student ap- 
pearance, Jack Kennedy (who has never been in 
love) is as shrewd, hard-boiled and determined as 
many of the shrewdest and ablest politicians in 
Washington, with whom he hobnobs. 

Jack’s bulldog determination to make a place 
for himself in national affairs, together with his 
money, are inherited from his father, Joseph 
Patrick Kennedy, who began his career as a 
newspaperboy and eventually became United 
States Ambassador to Great Britain. 

Joe Kennedy finished college with his mind 
set on becoming a millionaire by the time he was 
35. He not only reached that goal well in advance 
of the limit set, but went on to achieve success 
in governmental and diplomatic posts. 

Young Jack got out of service in March, 1945. 
Wounds sustained when his P. T. boat. was 
rammed and sunk off Bougainville had kept him 
confined to a military hospital in Massachusetts. 
He was undecided what to make of himself. 

As a monied youth with his partnership in the 
Merchandise Mart given him by his father, Jack 
could lead a playboy life. Or he could carry on 
the Kennedy tradition by striking out for himself 
to find his own success. 

Being restless and ambitious, Jack quickly 


learned there was only one course for him—he 


wanted to learn things the hard way. 

That’s what made him turn to his first love— 
politics. 

A few weeks after his discharge from the 
hospital, his campaign for Congress was or- 
ganized. Veterans with whom he had served bom- 
barded the Massachusetts 11th Congressional Dis- 
trict, comprising Boston’s North, South and West 
Ends, East Boston, Charlestown, Cambridge and 
parts of Somerville and Brighton, with Kennedy 
. propaganda. 

Jack campaigned on a Democratic, help-the- 
little-guy ticket. His boyish sincerity won him 
friends wherever he went. He’d make himself 
right at home on a doorstep or upon a delapidated 
soia discussing his plans. 

Strenuous campaigning took pounds from his 
thin, malaria-ridden body. But Jack’s will to win 
wouldn’t let him slew down. 

That fall he won overwhelmingly to become 


one of the youngest men ever elected to Congress. 

The extremely modest Jack Kennedy has been 
doing things the hard way ever since he was old 
enough to strike out for himself. 

The second oldest of nine children, Jack at- 
tended public elementary schools in Brookline, 
Mass. 

His mother, the former Rose Fitzgerald, was 
the beautiful daughter of the colorful ex-Mayor 
John F. Fitzgerald of Boston. His father was 
just getting started, working as an executive at 
the Fore River Shipyard in Quincy, Mass. 

It wasn’t long before the elder Kennedy was 
making his spectacular rise. He became presi- 
dent of the Columbia Trust Co. in East Boston at 
25, then a bank examiner. 

After five years Joe Kennedy went into the 
movie industry, ultimately becoming chairman of 
the board of the Keith, Albee, Orpheum Theaters 
Corporation and president and board chairman of 
Pathe Exchange, Inc. 

When Joe Kennedy left the movies in 1930 to 
engage in corporation finance, he was reputed to 
have around $5,000,000, plus a chain of movie 
theaters in New England. 


N 1934, he was appointed to the Securities and 

Exchange Commission, got it running and re- 
tired. But in 1937, the government called him back 
as chairman of the VU. S. Maritime Commission. 
President Roosevelt appointed him Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James’s on January 7, 1933. 

Appreciative of the opportunities he had en- 
joyed under the American way of life, Joseph Ken- 
nedy resolved to express his gratitude in the way 
he considered best. 

“T have had a pretty tough time in my life,” 
he said. “It wasn’t always easy. I know what it 
is to suffer from lack of money. 

“IT want my children, all of them, to feel that 
they never had to consider money as their main 
objective, or to experience the absence of it. 

“So I have set up separate million dollar trust 
funds for all ef my children, in order that they 
will never have to be handicapped by need. But 


my real purpose is to make them financially inde- 


pendent, and to enable them to dedicate themselves 
and their talents to the publie service as fully and 
as ably as they can.” 

Kennedy added that his plan, instituted under 
the American free enterprise system, could never 
have even been begun in Russia. 

The former Ambassador’s wish is being rea- 
lized. John, the Congressman, is one of the most 
statesmanlike members of the House of Represen-

[) URING the years when Joseph Kennedy was 

“ making his brilliant achievements, young Jack 
was attending the Riverdale School m New York 
and the Choate Preparatory School. 

“My marks were about average,” says Jack. 
“Nothing outstanding. Dad was the one who was 
winning all the honors those days.” 

Jack followed his father’s career closely, be- 
cause ever since he can remember he, too, loved 
government work. 

A favorite of his grandfather, Fitzgerald, Jack 
as a child would remain in the former mayor's 
study for hours listening to him practice cam- 
paign speeches. 

Once when Jack was about six, Mr. Fitzgerald, 
a former Congressman as well, was running for 
the United States Senate. Jack would plead with 
his family to let him accompany his grandfather 
on tours of Boston’s political wards. 

Jack sometimes got his way because the 
family tree was laden with politicians, including a 
great-uncle who was once mayor of Brockton, 
Mass. They encouraged the boy’s interest and 
hoped that some day Jack, too, would run for 
office. 

But at Harvard Jack was taken up mostly by 
sports, sailing in particular. As a sophomore, he 
and his» elder brother, Joe, a Harvard senior, 
entered the annual inter-collegiate sailing compe- 
tition, in which ten of the nation’s leading colleges 
participated. 

The race was run off Cape Cod. The Kennedy 
brothers, who had spent weeks on the Cape pre- 
paring for the event, won the coveted MacMillan 
Trophy. 

Young Jack and brother Joe went to London 
for the first time to visit their Ambassador father 
during the summer of 1938. 

Twenty-one-year-old Jack was boyishly struck 
by the impressive circle of friends and associates 
in which his family moved. 


- ERHAPS the romance of the atmosphere struck 
him. Perhaps it was just his desire to find out 
what English girls were like. But whatever it was, 
Jack and Joe cornered their young sister Kath- 
leen (now Lady Hartington, widow of the Mar- 
quess of Hartington) and made her promise to 
get them Invited to a young British socialite's 
coming-out party. 

The dance was held in one of London’s swanki- 
est town houses, and the cream of young British 
society was present. 

No sooner had the young Kennedys barged in 
than Jack spotted a girl with whom he wanted 
to dance. He was just about to cut in when a 
youthful British nobleman clapped down on his 
shoulder. 

“Just a minute, sonny,” said the young noble- 
man. “You'll dance when it’s your turn.” It was 
custom for men at such coming-out parties to 
obtain a number and wait their turn before danc- 
ing with one of the young ladies. 

It was 2 a. m. before Jack and Joe got their 
dance. “To make matters worse,” says Jack, “they 
sicked two of the plainest looking girls upon us, 
That was enough for us Kennedys.” 

The next day Jack and Joe left for Southern 
Krance where they spent most of the summer at 
a beach resort, and later motored through Italy. 

That fall Jack resumed studies at Harvard 
and filled his spare time playing football and golf. 


| ASE he took a half year off from college and 

went to Paris to work as assistant secretary to 
U. S. Ambassador William Bullitt. He started in 
running errands. 

Learning his duties quickly, within weeks he 
was ready to make diplomatic travels through 
Europe and Asia. War was steadily appreaching. 

His travels picking up diplomatic data fer his 
father in London took him to Poland, Russia, 
Palestine, Greece, Lebanon, Egypt. 

A week before war broke out Jack was in 
berlin at the office of U. S. Ambassador Kirk. The 
phone was disconnected and the light bulbs re- 
moved. Kirk spoke in hushed whispers to the 
young man who hovered close to catch every word. 

“John, you must take this message to your 
father in England,” Ambassador Kirk said. ‘Tell

him the date of the war already has been set. 
The Nazis will strike within three days of the 
anniversary of the battle of Tannenberg, which 
is August 27. Now leave Germany at once before 
they detect you.” 

Jack left Berlin immediately, arrived in Lon. 
don a few days before the outbreak ot war to 
relay his vital message to his Ambassador father. 

As Kirk had warned, the Nazis went to war on 
September 1, 1939, within three days of the battle 
of Tannenberg. — 

That fall Jack returned to Harvard to com- 
plete his studies. There he wrote a thesis that 
was later to be the basis for his best-seller, “Whg 
England Slept.” He also compiled a series of 
brilliant articles on Ireland for the Hearst News- 
papers. 

Jack graduated Cum Laude in- 1940, went to 
South America for a vacation. He was back. in 
the States in September, 1941, to join the Navy. 
It was three months before Pearl Harbor. and 
even when war came he would not have had to 
go into the service. 


SEVERE back injury suffered running a foot- 
bail scrimmage on Harvard’s junior varsity 
team would have kept him 4F throughout the war. 
But the lessons he learned as aide to his father 
had taught him too much to keep him out of mili- 
tary service when he believed war -was inevitable. 
He first tried the Army, but his injury was too 
obvious to hjde and he was turned down. Putting 
himself into the hands of the best available doc- 
tors and expert athletic trainers, Jack went 
through almost five months of painful exercise 
and manipulations designed to strengthen his 
back. When satisfied his condition was improved, 
he applied for Navy. service and was accepted. 
Jack served on motor torpedo boats through- 
out the stormy Solomon Islands campaign. He 
commanded a P. T. boat that was rammed and 
sunk off Bougainville while attempting to torpedo 
a Japanese destroyer.

two of his crew and led 10 of his men to safety 
through Jap territory. Eight days later, severe: 
wounded, he was picked up by Americans. 

Later, he won the Navy and Marine Corps 
Medal for “extremely heroic conduct in saving the 
lives of three men,” and the Purple Heart. Hospi 
talized-a year, he was discharged in March, 1945. 


EFORE his political campaign was under way, 

‘he represented the International News Service 
at the. British elections and in Ireland and Europe. 
As a reporter he covered the San Francisco Can- 
ference for the Chicago Herald-American. 

Congressman Kennedy lives politics constantly, 
almost to the exclusion of everything else. He 
shuttles between his Boston and Washington 
offices two or three times weekly. He maintains 
apartments in both cities, although his. Boston 
home is only a room atop Beacon Hill beside the 
State House. 

Jack travels mostly by plane. 

Doctors want the 6 foot. 150-pound Kennedy, 
who was born May 29, 1917, to get nine hours ol 
Sleep nightly to offset his maitavia But Jack 
rarely retires before 1:15 a. m. He’s up again at 
8S a.m. to begin his average 18-hour day of strenu 
ous politics. 

Jack’s main complaint about his political life 
is that it interferes with opportunities to be with 
his family. 

Except for brief summer visits with his family 
at Hyannis on Cape Cod, and Christmas and 
Kaster vacations. Jack doesn’t often see them, , 

“We're very closely knit and it’s hard to be 
with them more often,” he said. 

But bachelor Kennedy never lacks for home 
cooking. Miss Margaret Ambrose, a 55-year-old 
living-out girl, has been preparing Jack’s menu 
almost since she came from Ireland years ago. 

“Nobody can cook like Margaret,” Jack said. 


\s a politician, Jack’s policies and aggressive 
stands already have made a deep impression in 
Congress. 

in ]947, the U. S. Chamber of Commerce voted 
Jack Kennedy one of the 10 outstanding young 
men of the United States. 

Throughout his eareer, however, Jack’s life 
has been saddened by the tragic death of his 
brother, Joe--who as Lieut. Joseph P. Kennedy, 
Jr.. was shot down while on a secret air mission 
over Europe in August, 1944. 

On the third anniversary of their brother’s 
death, Patricia and Jack Kennedy presented, as 
a memorial to him, $100,000 to Bishop John J. 
Wright of Boston for establishment of a school 
to be run by the Sisters of St. Francis. 

Young Joe will have his memory perpetuated 
by philanthropic projects. His trust fund has been 
divided between the Archbishop Richard J. Cush- 
ing Charity Fund and the Associated Jewish Phil- 
anthropies for humanitarian use. 

Girls say Jack is still as shy as he’s always 
been, despite the tact that he’s one of the nation’s 
most eligible and handsomest bachelors. 

“Tl don’t Know when I can find time for much 
social life,”’ he said with a smile. “When I do have 
a free day, which is very rare, | try to get home 
to see the family.. That doesn’t leave much time 
for parties, or girls.” , 


OWEVER, Jack does take girls out occasion- 

ally, but no one th particular, 

“(juess I just haven't found the right one yet,” 
he said. “I really prefer the homebody type of 
girl.

LL the preparations for an elaborate Chi- 
nese marriage ceremony had been madeé. 
The gay wedding party had arrived. The 
bride was approaching. Everyone was chatting, 
when one of the guests in the dress of a wealthy 
Chinese merchant stepped apart from the others, 
and from a wide sleeve of his robe drew a dagger. 

He alone was aware of the bride’s true identity. 
He knew that she was masquerading and that 
really she was Yoshiko Kawashima, Japan’s most 
famous spy, often called the Oriental Mata Hari. 
The dagger, which he swiftly lifted, was for her. 

He plunged it into her breast and as she fell 
he fled. In a moment he was lost in the crowded, 
twisting streets of Shantung, China. 

Yoshiko Kawashima, born a Chinese princess 
but later a traitor to her country, almost died 
of that wound. Word even went out then, in 
1936, that she had been assassinated by a fellow 


countryman who had meant to prevent her from: 


marrying a Chinese warlord to bring him under 
Japanese influence.» 

But her time had not come. She recovered and 
her exploits as a spy continued. It was not until 
last spring that her time did come, and then it was 
a rifle that finally took her life. 

A little while before dawn, on the day she 
was to die, she was awakened in her cell in 
Peiping’s. model prison and, wearing her gray, 
cotton-padded uniform, was led to the courtyard 
at the rear. 

There she saw that Prosecutor Ho Chung-pan 
of the Hopehi High Court sat at a small wooden 
table upon which were a writing set and paper. 

“Your last appeal having been rejected,” he 
said, “I am here to see that the order of your 
execution is carried out immediately. Have you 
any last wishes?” 

Yoshiko said she wished to write to her foster 
father. For a moment she brushed in Japanese. 

Guards then ordered her to take nine steps 
forward. When she halted, standing erect and 
calm, one of them followed her. Lifting a rifle, 
he fired one shot into the back of her head. She 
pitched forward on her face and when the guards 
surrounded her they found that she was dead. 

Long ago, Yoshiko could have foreseen that 
ending of her life. The wonder was that she did 
not reach it sooner. From her childhood, when 
China’s Sun Yat-sen overthrew the Manchu dy- 
nasty, she had reason to hate the New China. Her 
father committed suicide, her mother died, and 
as a young girl she dedicated herself to the over- 
throw of the Chinese Republic. From that time, 
on, she courted death. 

Adopted by Heijiro Kawashima, who had been 
a Japanese instructor in her father’s household, 
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she gave up her title as Princess and took the 
name Yoshiko (Beautiful One). She was reared 
man fashion, part of the time in men’s clothing, 
and she often wore a man’s uniform. 

Yet her service against the country of her 
birth was greatest when she was in complete mas- 
querade. General Kenji Doihara, the Japanese 
spymaster, gave her the chance. He added her to 
his corps of spies. 

As a taxi-dancer, a Chinese soldier and even 
as a Korean “Sing Song” girl she sought secrets 
for the Japanese. 

Once a tad3k obliged her to dress as she would 
have if she had never ceased to be a Princess. 
She wore the brocade gown and jade necklaces 
of Manchu royalty, and sought the favor -of a 
Chinese war lord (not the on@é whose prospective 
marriage was abandoned after she was stabbed). 

She won him, too, married him, and it was 
only a passing phase of her duty as a spy against 
her country. After him, she won two others, and 
married them. They came under Japanese in- 
fluence through her, and each in the end placed his

fay 
troops and gold on the side of the Japanese. 

The Chinese finally caught her by using her 
own methods. A secret service man, disguised 
as a servant, penetrated the guarded house where 
she was living in seeming Safety. 

The charge was high treason, and for that 
crime she walked the last steps in the courtyard 
of Peiping’s prison. 

Mata Hari, the most notorious German spy in 
World War I, came of humbler origin—she was 
born in a small Dutch town—but her career was 
quite as picturesque. 

For a while she was a favorite of the German

Later -she entered the German 
Secret Service. In the early days of the war she 
entered French hospitals disguised as a Red 
Cross Nurse.

Deceived by the thought that she actually was 
not suspected, she returned to Paris. There she 
made her supremely audacious move. She went 
to the French Secret Service and asked to be 
assigned as a counter-spy against the Germans. 

There was, however, no more spying for her, 
on either side. The French arrested her and she 
was condemned to be shot. 

On the morning of her execution, her loyal 
lawyer, Maitre Clunet, 75 years old, put in a final, 
startling word for her. The French penal code, 
he said, wouldn’t permit the execution of an ex- 
pectant mother. She was to have a child, he said, 
and he was the father. 

When doctors confronted her, 
laughed merrily. 

“M. Clunet said that?” she asked. “Isn't he 
the sweet old thing!” 

Half an hour later, guards took her into the 
courtyard of the prison of St. Lazare. She wore 
a simple white blouse and a dark skirt. She kept 
her courage to the end. The end came when a 
firing squad lifted rifles and shot her down. 
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GUESS it was sleeping pills that drew Mary and 

me together, although we always said it was 

husband-trouble. I was trying to. get rid ol 
mine and Mary was trying to keep hers, but if 
was trouble either way. We would talk about 
it for hours, with a bottle of capsules on the 
dressing table and a bottle of whisky beside it. 

“Y love my husband” Mary used to say. “I'm 
crazy about him. I never knew another man who 
meant half as much to me as he does. But if 
it came to a choice between my husband and the 
poof balls -and it may ld pive up Joe.” 

I would have felt the same about it even If 
I’d loved my husband, which by then I| certainly 
didn't. Since that terrible evening in October, 
1945. when I found the letter he’d written my 
mother and tried to skip it all via the gas route, 
I hadn’t had a really lucid moment. 

When I got out of bed, which was almost never 
befove noon, I would wander around like a sleep- 
waiker until night. Some days I was too listless 
even to comb my hair—I, who used to spend hours 
on my appearance when I was a model. When 
I was ambitious enough to get dressed, I’d take the 
dog out for a walk and then go to a movie. 

Movies were real but living was a fantasy. 
When you're an addict, a sleeping pill zombie, 
stumbling through life both literally and figura- 
tively, nothing but a hollow shell controlled by 
what remains of your normal reflexes, it’s the 
easiest thing in the world to merge yourself with 
a character on the screen. 


OU have so much in common. Like her, you're 
a shadowy automaton moving among other 
shadows. Like hers, your destiny is decided by 
some heedless script writer wliom you laughingly 
call Fate. Somebady elge does her thinking for 
her and, thankfully, somebody else does yours. 
Now that I'm off the stuff and everything is 
in focus again, I wonder 
how I'll feel if I meet any of 
the men who took me out 
during that period. They 
were such nice men but they 
seemed so horribly boring. 
Of course, I always had 
a few pills before meeting 
them and that put me in 
one world while my escorts 
remained in another. When 
I tried to listen to them or 
talk back, it was across an 
invisible but virtually im- 
penetrable barrier that sepa- 
rated our existences, and it was such an effort. 
I had always been a good dancer, but trying 
to dance then was a farce. Drinking was not re- 
laxing, because I never could be quite sure that I 
was going to reach my mouth when I lifted my 
glass in that direction. 
Usually, by the time the evening was half over, 
I’d excuse myself and take a cab home. That’s 
where my money went, cabs and doctors and pills. 
Like other sleeping pill addicts, Mary and I 
found conversation easy. Sometimes it seemed to 
us that we didn’t have to talk; we could just read 
each other’s minds. That was usually after the 
eighth or tenth pill and the fifth or sixth drink. 
I met Mary in my doctor’s office. She had 
come to New York from the Midwest to see if 
he could do her any good. In her state, as in 
many others, sleeping pills could be bought whole- 
sale without a prescription, and she was having 
trouble getting them in New York. 


MUCH as I hated to spare them, I gave her 
some of mine. We went to her hotel and I met 
her husband. He was a swell guy and a darned 
good businessman and he’d put up with an awful 
lot from Mary. He had never touched barbitur- 
ates, but we stayed up so late each night that 
he couldn’t get any sleep and he finally took some 
pills in self-defense. 

A couple of pills and a couple of drinks would 
put him out like a light. His snoring used to 
annoy us, so we'd tie him to a chair and put him 
out in the hall. Then we’d forget him and some 
bellhop would have a terrible time waking him 
up to find out where he belanged. 

I had exhausted my prescriptions and was 
about to go to some doctors and get new ones 
when we ran into a man in the hotel who told 
us he could get us all the pills we wanted. He 
used to get them at a chain drugstore across the 
street. He said his wife had cancer so they'd sell 
him all he asked fors but I didn’t go for that one. 

When he began insisting, after a while, that 
we come up to his room to take our Geronimos 
(that’s what they call a goof ball plus a drink), 
I told him to be on his way. Mary told me later 
she had learned that he was a recruiter for a 
white slave gang. 

Until I met Mary, I never mixed alcohol and

barbiturates. In fact, I drank very sparingly, 
which made me something of a rarity among 
Sleeping pill addicts. 

An awful lot of them get the habit by taking 
pills to sleep off a hang-over. I Know, and most 
of the rest of them know, that barbiturates and 
alcohol frequently make a fatal combination, but, 
when you’re that far gone, who cares? 

All that time I had been trying to get a di- 
vorce. After the letter to my mother, which she 
had tried to hide from me, my husband didn’t 
write for almost a year. The French girl with 
whom he had taken up while he was with the 
Army overseas had written me, saying she wanted 
to marry him. 

That was okay with me, and I hired almost as 
many lawyers as I had doctors. ‘Too bad they 
couldn’t write prescriptions. They got disgusted 
with me, one after another, because I wouldn't 
Sign any papers. An addict always figures some 
body is trying to get away with something and 
won’t agree to anything. In this particular case 
I probably was wise. 

My husband came back to the United States 
in time for Christmas, 1946, but he didn’t let me 
know until the following May. He had forgotten 
the French girl by then, but I didn’t want any

thing to do with him. He’s still in the Army, 
and now that I’m out of the daze I’m going 
through with my suit—with a new lawyer. 

I was having a bad time of it. I Knew that 
(the one doctor in whom I had confidence could 
break the habit if I’d let him, but I wouldn't go 
back to him. I was sure that I’d die if I didn't 
have ten or twelve pills a night. 

My nerves were always on edge. Children made 
me frantic when they played outside the apart- 
ment my mother and I had in The Bronx. Bark- 
ing dogs sent shivers through me. Passing trucks 
might just as well have been passing over my 
prostrate body. When it snowed, each separate 
flake seemed to tumble down with a crash. 

Surely something can be done to keep people 
from getting into a condition like that. I read 
in The American Weekly a few months ago that 
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er Reported the Doctor Had Said.

e Hospital. 


Representative Edith Nourse Rogers had intro- 
Huced a bill in Congress to extend the Narcotic 
Act to cover barbiturates. It would be a wonder- 
ul thing. 

Almost everybody knows that dope is danger- 
bus, and most people let it alone. But barbitu- 
ates, which are just as habit-forming and equally 
levastaling, are permitted to be sold with only 
he flimsiest regulations and in some states with 
one at all. They’re taken recklessly by people 
tho think they’re perfectly harmless and who 
sven give them to children or crying infants. 

Despite the New York State law, I was getting 
ills with comparatively little difficulty until New 
York City enacted a barbiturate contro] ordinance 
hich went into effect last Nov. 1... 

It made prescriptions unrefillabie unless the 
loctor explicitly Said so, and al] the prescriptions

-I had been saving for emergencies were worthless. 

In no time at all a black market developed. 
In Manhattan you could buy goof balls from bell- 
hops, taxi drivers, bookies, cigar stores, elevator 
operators, even some bartenders. 

In the shady drugstores, where one used to be 
able to get a dozen pills for a dollar without a 
prescription, the price went up to three and four 
dollars. Some drugstores wouldn’t sell them, but 
a clerk would point to a fellow standing across 
the street who would havea supply in his pocket. 

But that was in Manhattan, and I lived in The 
Bronx, a part of the same city, to be sure, but a 
half-hour’s subway ride away. ‘The forged pre 
scriptions that you could buy for a couple of 
dollars on Broadway hadn't reached my neighbor: 
nood and neither had the black market. 

I suppose, in time, I would have been forced 
to take that miserable subway ride every couple 
of days, but I had developed a little racket of my 
own that worked for a while. 

I would go to a neighborhood druggist and say: 

“I just talked to my doctor. He’s going to 
give me a prescription for 50 tomorrow but |] 
have to have_20 tonight. JT’ll bring you in the 
prescription and you can deduct them.” 

Of course, when I got a prescription, I took it

to some store several blocks away because I 
couldn't bear to have any deducted. I worked 
that as long as I possibly could, which was quite 
a While because I had been dealing with several 
drugstores. 

Finally I became so conscience-stricken that 
I persuaded one doctor to send each of the drug- 
gists a prescription for the 20 extra pills, because, 
under the new ordinance, they have to account 
for every one of them. 


N 'THE night of Dec. 2, I was desperate. I had 

no pills and my doctors were clamping down. 
I sent my poor, distracted mother to plead with 
the one who I considered the most lenient. She 
came back In tears. 

‘Tie says he won't give you another pill,’ she 
said. “He says you ought to go to Bellevue Hos- 
pital and take the cure.” She was so distraught 
that I stopped feeling sorry for myself and b ;an 
feeling sorry for her. Suddenly I found myself 
promising to go to Bellevue. 

I thought they would taper me off, which was 
one way to get pills that I couldn’t get other- 
wise. And I thought if I went in voluntarily, I 
could leave whenever I felt like it. I was wrong 

so wrong-—on both counts. 

They put me to bed and gave me nothing. I 
stood it for three days. I had to. 

They wouldn’t let me go. On the fourth day, 
when my mother came to see me, I could feel 
myself Slipping. I said: 

“You don’t Know what I’m going through. I 
won't be this calm tomorrow.” 

The night was interminable. I lay there think- 
ing how I could escape, but of course it was i™- 
»yossible. In the morning, when I sat up ‘or 
breakfast, my hand was shaking so badly that I 
couldn't drink my coffee. 

My brain was being torn apart by somc~ e 
with a pair of tweezers. I could feel each |..-e 
bit being nipped off and tossed away. I kKncw I 
was going crazy, but there was nothing I could 
do about it. 

The fog horns were blowing on the river. To 
me, they were poor. souls down in the cellar 
screaming for pills 

I could hear the ambulances bringing in new 
patients. Every newcomer seemed to add to the 
chorus. “We want pills! We want pills!” 

There were two girls in the room next to mine. 
The nurse went in to see them. When she came 
out, I was convinced she,had thrown them out the 
window to keep them quiet. 
I was sure. I imagined she 
told me she would kill me 
if I breathed a word of it. 
I shouted, that I would tell 
everybody. 

Then an orderly was sent 
to get me. I tore at his 
collar and screamed. I be- 
lieved the nurse had com- 
missioned him to put me 
out of the way. 

They took me to the vio- 
lent ward. I suspected 
everybody was plotting to 
kill me. I thought they were just waiting to 
decide how they could do it with the most torture. 
I begged for water and they offered it to_me. 
I refused it, believing it was poisoned. 

I imagined that my favorite doctor came in 
with his wife and a minister and two dozen choir 
boys. I knew the doctor’s wife was doomed. Sure 
enough, they tied her in a wheel-chair and threw 
her down an air shaft. They forced me to watch. 

The minister and the choir disappeared, but 
my doctor stepped forward and said: 

“Don’t worry. I notified the police before I 
came here. They’ll be here in a minute. They'il 
save you.” 


HEN he disappeared, too, and I waited for the 

police. But my mother came instead. When she 
came, I Knew it was really she and not the im- 
postor who had been hovering in the background 
during my madness. I knew I was sane. And I 
knew: I was through with barbiturates. 

I had been out of my mind for three days. I 
had had convulsions and my tongue was so twisted 
I couldn't talk. It took me a week to get my 
strength back. I’m home now. ‘They Say it will 
take at least six weeks to get the barbituraies 
out of my system. 

Right this minute I would give my right arm 
for a pill. Both arms for half a dozen.

I have just read a letter my mother got from 
Mary. There was a note in answer to my mother’s 
letter. It said: 

“What wonderful news you sent! Do you think 
she really can stay off of them now? I Know I'll 
never be able to.”

Mary, if you read this, and you probably will, 
I promise you I'll never take another pill. I 
never knew agony could be so exquisite, but I'd 
stand a lot more than this rather than go through 
all that again. ,

HE little usherette in the Los Angeles theatre 
T kept stealing glances at the tall, handsome 
doorman. Usually pleasant, he was certainly 
morose that day as he accepted the tickets. Fina!ly 
She couldn’t stand it any more-—a man that 
good-looking, she figured, ought to wear a big 


gleaming smile. 

“What's the trouble, Pete?” she asked. 
he hesitated, she coaxed. “Aw, come on. 
got the blues written all over that face.” 

He broke down then, and told the sad story. 
In just a few minutes, he was due for a screen 
test. Maybe it was the big break...But what 
was the use? He couldn’t leave the job. 

. “Oh, you can’t leave the job, huh?” the little 
usherette snapped. “Look here, you get moving. 
I'll hold down this door. I'll cover you.” 

“Gosh,” the doorman said, his eyes lighting 
up like a battery of Klieg lights, “will you? I! 
mean, you shouldn’t...” His voice trailed off as 
the girl pushed him to the door, and then he was 
off toward the studio.

Then he caught sight of a woman’s purse in 
the wastebasket. This was enough. The 16- 
year-old boy threw himself on the heavier man, 
and held him until other theatre attendants ar- 
rived. Thanks to a quick-thinking youth, purse 
and.its contents were returned to its owner. 

Only recently that same boy, now all of 19, 
was back in the same theatre, the Paramount in 
New York. This time he was on stage, not car- 
rying a flashlight in the aisles, and outside the 
bright lights flashed his name to all Broadway: 
Vic Damone, the new singing star. . 

Many top executives in Loew’s Theatres, Inc., 
RKO Theatres, and Paramount Theatres worked 
their way up from ushers, 

It was also the hardest way for Martin J. Gal. 
legher, Jr., a shy, sensitive, 15-year-old boy in 
Cleveland. The other ushers, older than he, gave 
him the worst jobs. The customers pushed him 
around. He was scared, and miserable. 

Then one night came the worst indignity 
of all. He was guarding the rope, letting in cus- 
tomers as seats were vacated. He saw two per- 
sons leaving, and unfastened the rope. 

“Seats for two,” he started to say, but he .- 
couldn't finish. The. people waiting for seats 
surged forward, and a powerful, heavy-set man 
in the forefront gave the skinny young usher a 
push. Down he went, flat on his back. Stunned 
with embarrassment, he lay there and heard the 
crowd guffaw. 

That was the turning point of young Gal- 
legher. When he got up, he stood firm. When 
people pushed, he pushed back. . 

At 19, Martin J. Gallegher was assistant man- 
ager of the theatre. .The Loew’s chain moved 
him right along, and despite a few years time 
out for military service, he got the big break 
at the age of 26—assistant manager of the Cri- 
terion on Broadway. 

Walter Long, usher at another Loew’s theatre 
in Washington, D. C., had no such trouble. He 
was the idol of the customers. Girls would drop 
a nickel in the pay station at the theatre to call 
him to the house phone downstairs and gush. 

No manager could pass up a drawing card 
like that. He put Long on‘the stage for a two. 
minute dance. Long went on from there to be 
a top-flight damcer in Broadway shows. 

Nobody could pass up Henry Hite at the Fox 
Theatre in Atlanta, either. He was well over 
seven feet tall. A visiting vaudeville act saw 
not only size but a good sense of humor in the 
young giant, and they signed him up. Lowe, 

Hite and Stanley, who make 

up a team composed of Hite, 
a midget, and an average-sized 
man, are well Known in vaude- 
ville now. 

By contrast, nobody ever 
paid any attention to an $a 
week girl usher at a legitimate 
theatre in New York, in 1942. 
She quit, but quick, and went 
into the movies by way of 
modeling. Her name? Lauren 
Bacall. 

A pair of Loew’s ushers, Jay 
Burton in New York, and 
Norman Sullivan in Bridge- 
port, used to drive the man- 
agement mad with their 
shenanigans. They still are 
full of fun, but they draw 
top money for it as two of 
Bob Hope’s gag-writers. 

Another youth in New York 
used his usher’s earnings to go 
to law school. After he got his 

degree, Benjamin Meinicker found himself right 
back with his old employers, but this time as a 
member of the Loew’s battery of legal talent, 

Many a Stage-struck young man has become 
an usher just to watch the entertainers perform. 
Clyde Sells of Columbus, Ohio, now a bit player in 
Hollywood .with the name of Orn Huntington, 
admits that he became an usher at the Broad 
Theatre in order to get closer to the stars. 

Hle was so shy, he Kept putting off asking 
the visiting actors and orchestra leaders to help 
him learn the tricks of the trade. Finally, when 
Bob Crosby came to Columbus, he steeled him- 
self and approached the orchestra leader. 

He went up to Bing’s younger brother and 
just then his courage failed him. 

All he could do was ask for an autograph. 

“Well,” Sells-Huntington said recently, “I’ve 
still got the autograph.”

The Audley Farm  blueblood, 
backed down to odds-on favoritism 
by. 30,000 bettors, had the class and 
record to justify optimism. Second 
to Gallant Fox in the Kentucky Der- 
by, and winner of the Fairmount 
berby, Gallant Knight seemed to have 
the Washingtoh Park classic at his 
mercy. 

Twelve horses moved postwards irt 
quest of that pot of gold. They 
ranged from the favorite down io 
Reveille Boy, a despised outsider at 
2) to 1. This son of. Last Reveille, a 
refugee from’ racing’s “frying pan 
circuit,” actually had no right in so 
brilliant a field of equine taient. 

John A. Best, Reveille Boy’s owner, 
was a Memphis grocer. The horse 
bug, however, has a habit of biting 
in the most unexpected_ places. 

When John Best was’ bustling 
around his neighborhood’ grocery 
he’d have scoffed at a racing career. 
As a youngster he had worked as a 
bookie runner, but that had been his 
sole interest in the sport. The, grocery 
business was a paying proposition 
and a bar in the rear of his store that 
grossed three times as much.

to the grocery business. When Uncle 
Sam slapped his backroom. bar shut, 
* Best decided to sell out. 

He found that. racing had thrived 
since he last had frequented the 
betting rings, and it started him 
thinking. Soon Best purchased sev 
eral horses and toured them over 
bush tracks. 

One’ of these horses was a weak- 
legged, stout-hearted filly named 
Little Ann. He decided to breed her 
to Last Reveille, standing at a near-by 
farm, free of charge. 

Little Ann dropped her foal, a 
long-legged youngster with a furry 
tail like a hearth brush and a habit of 
jumping at the slightest provocation 

He was named Reveille Boy. 

In the m@antime Best’s turf hold- 
ings and bankraqll were dwindling, -but 
the horse bug had bitten him hard. 

As a twoyear-old Reveille Bov 
developed into an alert, arrogant colt, 
a picture of clean-cut beauty and per- 
fectly proportioned strength. He had 
something else, too--the devil’s own 
temper. The starting crews were his 
sworn enemies. 

Yet, race after race fell to his fly- 
ing feet until he ran out of. competi- 
tion and caused Best to look for 
greener pastures. The $509000 Amer- 
ican Derby was selected as the Spot. 

When Reveille Boy’s name popped 
into the field of distinguished starters, 
perplexed fans around Chicago began 
consulting the record books. It handed 
them quite a latgh to find an upstart 
from the bushes venturing forth 
against top colts. 

Reveille Boy, shipped from down- 
state Illinois, reached Washington 
Park, after midnight: His equipage 
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was a homemade van, and a_ bewil 
dered guard refused him admission. 
The name of Reveille Boy meant 
nothing to him, so the horse and its 
owner spent a sleepless night just 
outside the shingled temples of the 
thoroughbreds. It was a tremendous 
handicap to a horse on the eve of a big 
race. Next morning, apologetic offi- 
cials finally admitted him to shelter. 
Best scraped the bottom of the 
barrell to pay the $500 starting fee. 
“T raised Reveille Boy and I raised 
his mother,” he. told Washington Park 
officials. “Good horses that can run 
fast and far will produce a good 
horse that can run fast and far. 
Reveille Boy will win this race.” 
Chicago turf fans, and particularly 


those who took a forlorn flyer on the 
50-to-l unknown from. the bushes, 
soon agreed with him. Reveille Boy 
was a tornado at the post—a plung- 
ing fury of red-and-white silks. For 
six full minutes he delayed the start. 
and had to be led outside of the stalls 
before the break could be made. 

But when the field broke from 
their separate stalls, thousands of 
fans hugged the rail. Reveille Boy was 
last to leave the post. Gallant Knight 
lay in fourth place as the field sped 
around the turn, outsiders burning 
their early spéed—making their move 
for victory too soon. 

Straightening out down the back 
stretch, Jockey Schutte clucked to 
Gallant Knight and the stands 
roared. The favorite was moving up. 
But, ignored by the crowd, billowing 
red-and-white silks were also forging 
forward, moving into sixth place, then 
fifth, then swinging boldly outside 
for fourth. 

With each stride the despised son 
of Last Reveille and Little Ann cata- 
pulted closer to the front. 

The stands saw-him now, and the 
favorite players cajoled and pleaded: 

“Come on, Gallant Knight bring 
him in, Schutte!” 

Chen care a discordant note. the 
high-pitched call of the longshot play 
ers, rooting the bush track horse 
home to gold and glory. 

A furlong out Reveille Boy caught 
the favorite, and for a half dozen 
strides they labored together. But 
Jockey Fronk, astride the Memphis 
groceryman’s. horse, knew his mount. 
He flicked the whip and Reveille Boy 
began to pull away. -The scorned out- 
sider, the horse that was forced to 
stand outside the gates all night for 
a chance to run at all, came down 
to the howling stands four wide open 
lengths ahead of the field. 

Reveille Boy later proved his vic- 
tory was no fluke by running second 
to Phar Lap in the 1932 Tijuana 
Handicap, but he had already won 
the heart of Chicago. In that one 
do-or-die effort he had earned himself 
undying turf fame and made his 
owner a wealthy man. 

Yes, all men are equal on the turf, 
and under it-——-kKings and beggars, mil 
lionaires and grocerymen. And the 
horses which sometimes carry their 
colors to victory, win—not because of 
a high purchase price and a patrician 
pedigree, but because they have fight- 
ing hearts and the glow of the ruby 
in their eyes; hallmarks of the true 
thoroughbred.

VERY day, in divorce courts up and down fhe 
land, fathers and mothers are having their 
own way. They are staying strictly within 
the various state laws and obtaining their decrees. 

They are breaking up their homes and they are 
satisfied. But what are they doing to their chil- 
dren? They are—many of them—breaking their 
children’s hearts. | 

Seven-year-old Bonnie Joy Borin knows some- 
thing about this. She is one of the children. 

One day, it seemed that everything was settled. 
Her mother and father weren’t going to fight over 
her any more and that was perfectly wonderful, 
after all. those years of squabbling. 

Then all of a sudden it wasn’t settled. It 
seemed that the same old tug-of-war was about to 
start all over again, worse than ever. 

As far back as she can remember, the loyalties 
of little Bonnie Joy have been divided by the con- 
stant court bickering between her parents, Claire, 
36, one-time movie “panther woman,” and Nate 
Borin, 52, millionaire art goods dealer of Chiéago. 

So when Claire finally wen a divoree last 
February it appeared that Bonnie Joy might have 
a more placid and less bewildering home life--even 
though by court decree she could live with neither 
of her parents for very long at a time. 

But after having won a decree, Claire changed 
her mind and filed an appeal te have it set aside. 

Claire’s petition to vacate the decree was not 
prompted by a desire to be reunited with Nate, 
however. Nor was the purpose of the appeal to 
keep him from marrying attractive Pepper Donna, 
20, “Miss Miami Beach of 1947,” who was named 
as corespondent when Claire filed a suit against 
Borin last winter.

ae > HIS was the story Perry Wil- 

sors se liams, ar Atlanta, Ga., insur- 
we ance salesman, told the authori- 
ties regarding the disappearance of 
his attractive bride, Mildred:

After 
that I poured in some ashes, I closed the lid as 
far as I could, and put ashes all over the trunk.” 

Upstairs, she continued, she lay down for 
an hour before she could summon the strength 
to prepare supper, 

J. W. came in and ate. 
eat anything. 

“I did not say anything to him, or to anyone,” 
she said. “Wobody but me had anything to do 
with this. No one else was mixed up in it.” 

Later, in a talk with newspapermen, the droop- 
mouthed little woman said there had been nu- 
merous times when she would have welcomed the 
chance to tell the whole story. 

“IT couldn’t eat and I couldn’t sleep,” she told 
them. “I walked the floor at night and prayed 
and cried, My children never knew it. I had been 
sick and nervous for a long time and they thought 
it was my health. 

“Sometimes I would drop off to sleep for an 
hour or two in the morning, but that was worse 
than no sleep at all, because I would wake up 
and realize that it all wasn’t just a bad dream.” 


But she could not 


D'P it occur to her that Perry Williams, the be- 
reaved husband, must too have awakened on 
many an occasion to the realization that it wasn’t 
all just a bad dream? 

“T guess J. W.’s the reason I confessed,” she 
went on. “I might’ve, anyway. I kind of think I 
would the day they arrested me, only the officers 
acted like they were going to make me say I did 
it, and I guess that made me resentful, 

“When I went down to talk to the officers, they 
were sort of nice and kind——-and then they told me 
they still had my baby locked up. I didn’t want 
him to spend another night in this place—a little 
boy like that in jail! He’s so honest and good he 
wouldn’t harm anybody. I couldn’t let him stay in 
jail for something he didn’t know anything about. 
- “So I decided to tell them the truth.” 

She went on trial on July 1, and two days later, 
her insanity defense failing, was found guilty of 
murder without a recommendation of mercy. This 
sentence called for the death penalty, although neo 
one believed such a thing would come to pass. 
No woman had suffered the extreme penalty in 
Georgia since the early 1800s. 

Minnie Lee received the news quite calmly, and 
the courtroom crowd sat in stunned silence as 
she took her leave. 

As expected, the death sentence was commuted 
to life on April 14, 1943. 

Today she lives in’Tatnall state prison at 
Reidsville. She spends much of her time knitting 
things for her children and grandchildren.

‘Teen-Age Tempest

EVERAL months ago you 

discussed fraternities 
pro and con in your Teen- 
Age Tempest column and 
in the course of this dis- 
cussion several objections 
to fraternities by parents, 
and by teen-agers. them- 
selves, were frankly brought 
up. 

I’d like to take these ob- 
jections up, one at a time, 
and perhaps throw some 
light on a subject that is of 
great interest to thousands 
of teeners and their folks. 

First, let’s talk about 
initiations — those mock 
initiations during which 
candidates for membership 
are paddled, forced to drink 
sickening concoctions and 
made to perform ridiculous 
antics in public. 


THs is a practice which is 
going out of fashion—and 
it should. Most national or- 
ganizations of fraternities 
have banned such shenani- 
gans. “The organization 
which I head is emphatical- 
ly opposed to _ physical 
hazing. 

Many people feel that 
fraternities are discrimin- 
ating and undemocratic. [ 
don’t think this charge is 
justified, although it is 
true that school fraternities, 
like fraternal organizations 
in general, exercise some 
“discrimination” in selecting 
members. They, naturally, 


pick boys whose personal-

ity, mentality and general 
outlook make them desir- 
able fraternity brothers. 
There is no social stigma 
attached to a boy because 
he isn’t “tapped” for a par- 
ticular fraternity—and you 
don’t have to bea fraternity 
member to have plenty of 
friends. ) 
Some critics of fraterni- 
ties think these organiza- 
tions tend to undermine 
school unity and spirit. I 
do not believe that this is 
true, because § fraternity 
members invariably take 
great pride in their school 


and want it to be _ tops 
in competition with other 
schools and a credit to the 
community. 

Other people have _ the 
notion that a fraternity has 
little to offer a student who 
takes his education  seri- 
ously. I believe this is a 
myth, too, because frater- 
nity meetings and_ get- 
togethers encroach ver y 
little on the time when a 
member should be studying, 
because “bright” fraternity 
members often help slower 
brothers with their lessons, 
and because many fraterni-

ties offer scholarship 
awards to stimulate interest 
in learning. 

Now and then you'll hear 
that fraternity brothers do 
more drinking and gam- 
bling than their non-frater- 
nity schoolmates. This is 
another myth, in my opin- 
ion, because it is the cus- 
tom to ban drinking at all 
fraternity functions and 
the Interfraternity Con- 
gress iS opposed to gam- 
bling—except an occasional 
legal raffle to raise 
money. 

Finally, some parents— 


and students, too-—-imagine 
that strange things go on at 
a fraternity’s secret meet- 
ings. People who have this 
idea are all wrong, because 
fraternity meetings are 
conducted according to the 
rules of parliamentary pro- 
cedure and its secret rites 
are symbolic and beautiful. 
The Interfraternity Con- 
gress strongly advocates 
alumni or faculty supervi- 
sion of such meetings. 

To sum up—tThe Inter- 
fraternity Congress of Sec- 
ondary and Non-Academic 
Fraternities has established 
a code of ethics that bans 
physical hazing, drinking 
and gambling; and which 
encourages scholarship and 
a high standard of citizen- 
ship for all its members.

ul UCH of the friction 

between teeners and 
their parents,” says Mrs. 
Clarence Whitehill, co-chair- 
man of the family counsel- 
ing service committee of 
the Child Study Association 
of America, “can be blamed 
on fathers and mothers who 
forget that teen-age boys 
and girls are people.” 

For years, says this ex- 
pert in family problems, ¢ 
child is dependent on his 
parents for his physical 
comfort and his judgment 
of the world. But, in many 
ways, a teen-ager is no 
longer a child who needs, 
and depends on, parental 
protection. He is beginning 
to test his own judgment 
andabilities and, of 
course, makes mistakes. 

“At some _ point,” says 
Mrs. Whitehill, who. is a 
mother herself, “all parents 
and children are likely to 
clash on such questions as 
the time to go to bed, the 


kind of clothes to wear, 
spending money, study 
habits and table manners.” 

But too many parents 
make the mistake of play- 
ing the dictator in these 
arguments. They “lay down 
the law” instead of holding 
friendly family discussions 
during which teeners can 
talk freely and help decide. 

“If these small arguments 
are reasonably and peace- 
ably settled as they come 
up,” says Mrs. Whitehill, 
“the boys and girls involved 
have a chance to develop 
judgment, the ability to 
compromise—and a respect 
for their parents’ opinions.”

EALS will never get 
into a monotonous rut 
if you will dish them up 
with a dash of imagination. 
Take vegetables, for in- 
stance.

HIS is a wonderful time 
of the year to fill your 

house with fresh flowers. 
A handful of yellow daisies 
in a copper pitcher, a huge 
vase of greens in front of 
the fireplace, and a mixed 
spring bouquet on the din- 
ing table will transform 
your decorating scheme. 
Make your flowers last as 
long as possible by giving 
them proper care. Certain 


‘flowers should be. treated 


differently from others. 


General Care 


LACE flowers in water 

as soon as they are 
picked, or, if you receive a 
box of cut flowers from the 
florist, cleanly cut the stems 
on a half-inch slant and 
place the flowers in water 
immediately. 

In arranging flowers, give 
them as much water as you 
can. Only an inch or two 
is not enough for large or 
long-stemmed flowers. They 
will soon wilt and die. 

Remove excess leaves be- 
low water line, as_ these 
make places for.bacteria to 
harbor and multiply, which 
will cause quick deteriora- 
tion of your flowers. 

Change water every day 
and cut one-half inch from 
flower stems before re-ar- 
ranging them. 

Special Care 

F A petal falls off a big 

chrysanthemum, melt a 
few drops of wax from a 
candle into the hole it leaves 
so as to seal the remaining 
petals properly in place.

If some of the outer pet- 
als of roses or other many- 
petaled flowers tend to dry 
up or turn brown, pinch 
refresh the 
appearance of the flowers. 

Burn the ends of freshly 
cut poppy stems over a 
lighted match to sear in the 
juices. Otherwise the pop- 
pies will soon wilt. 

Seald the ends of dahlia 
stems in hot water when 
you cut them. 

If African daisies begin 
to wilt affer cutting their 
stems, put them in water of 
about bathtub temperature. 

Roses, which have wilted 
from excess heat or lack 
of water, often may be 
brought back to life by 
plunging the stems for a 
few seconds into hot boiling 
water and then placing 


_them in a pail of cool water. 


Water should not be 
sprinkled on a camellia cor- 
sage. However, a good way 
to keep camellia and gar- 


denia corsages is to’ place - 


them in the ice box com- 
pletely covered with moist 
cotton. Water also spots 
lily blossoms, delphiniums, 
sweet peas, and orchids. 
However, cold water shard- 
ens the petals of peonies, 
roses, and gardenias. 

Before you arrange stock, 
crush the base of each 
stem by pounding with a 
hammer. Peony stems 
should be split at the bot- 
tom with a sharp knife be- 
fore placing in water.
